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Gaglardi to Be Ombudsman for Poor

VANCOl.’VER (Staff) — Premier Bennett said here 
Saturday he intends to make P. A. Gaglardi an ombudsman 
for the poor and the handicapped in British Columbia. 

He said Mr. Gaglardi would head a large new department 
as special representative at the have-nots in the province. 

Mr. Gagtardi s restored status as a full-fledged cabinet 
minister was announced in a Kamloops speech Monday, 
without any details. 

The premier said most of the criticism directed at Mr. 
Gaglardi before he stepped down as highways minister 17 
months ago was "ill-founded.'’ 


"Mr. Gaglardi worked harder than any three men He 
was conducting a very busy department as well as his church 
and the largest Sunday school in ail British Columbia. He was 
working too hard and he wouldn't take a holiday and, in my 
opinion, he was ill." 

The premier was asked if his decision to reinstate Mr. 
Gaglardi meant all was forgiven. 


"Our interest is mainly in people." the premier said. 
"This is Mr. Gaglardi's interest, too. All his life has shown 
that.” 

He was asked if the new portfolio would simply be an 
enlargement of the present service to the hard-core jobless. 

Mr. Bennett replied, “Yes, but there may be a lot of 
things included over and above that. I want Mr. Gaglardi to 
be a special representative of the have-not, the poor and the 
handicapped. The poor and the handicapped and the ill need 
special help." 

Would Mr. Gaglardi’s new job be similar to that of the 
ombudsman appointed by the Social Credit government in 
Alberta? 


"Yes. for this group of people But we won’t use that 
term. This will be a full portfolio and a large department." 

Mr. Bennett said in reply to a question about a Hansard 
that his government will "most likely'' bring In a record at 
debates in the legislature at some time in the future. 


He said this would be done despite his personal feelings 
that the Hansard record of debates in such places as the 
House of Commons In Ottawa "defeats the whole system at 
parliamentary democracy" by encouraging absenteeism and 
allowing members to edit their speeches before publication." 


Mr. Gaglardi got his health 
back gradually and he was given more tasks. He has done a 
tremendous job finding work for the hard-core unemployed. I 
can show you letter after letter,” he said. 


VANCOUVER (Staff) — Premier Bennett 
predicted here Saturday night his government will 
sweep to victory at the polls next Wednesday, win¬ 
ning at least 10 opposition seats in the Lower 

Mainland. 

He told a rally which drew 
a crowd of about 3.000 to the 
Kerrisdale Arena in Point Grey 
riding that the election was 
being fought "not just for So¬ 
cial Credit.” 

There was an outburst of 
booing mixed with the cheers 
when the Premier added: "This 
election is being fought for the 
people, for a way of life and 
against a foreign system of 
socialism."

"This is the time for everyone 
to stand up and be counted for 
free enterprise, I leave you in 
confidence because I know we 
will have a majority govern¬ 
ment.

The duke, 75. reaffirmed his love for the 
former Wallis Warfield Simpson In an 
interview with an evening Lisbon newspaper, 
Diario do Lisboa, and said he had no regrets 
over his abdication in 1936. 

Asked if she could go back in history 

whether she would urge the then King 
Edward VIII to forget her and keep his 


throne, the duchess replied; "Without a 
douht I would always insist he forget me." 

Added the duke "But once more I would 
disobey the duchess and once more I would 
abdicate." 

"We have been married (nr 30 years,' he 
said. "I am the most affectionate husband 
and attentive of his wife's wishes. But If we 
had to relive December 1936 I would take 
the same decision. I would leave." 

Their love for each other precipitated a 
crisis In the British government three 
decades ago. The duchess had been twice 
divorced. The couple married the year after 
the abdication.

A FTER 17 YEARS of good government, with each 
successive legislature probably doing better than 
Its preueccssoi, it is not surprising the current B.C. 
election is one without a real issue. 

Pollution might be one, but here all parties have 
indicated they are going to fight it, although none 
perhaps is willing to go so far as the incumbent health 
minister, Ralph Loffmark. 

The threat of Marxist-socialism If the NDP Is 
elected is the main theme of Premier Bennett but a 
Warning is hardly a spine-tingling issue. 

The teachers have pul education on the issue list, 
but no party is against education, any more than it is 
against motherhood. Only in degree is there any 
diversity of opinion among the parties. 

Hospitals rise as a vote catching bait, but mainly 
In isolated areas where acute bed shortages occur. 

So the chatter of the hustings has developed 
largely into personalities, and it is on personalities 
perhaps that changes in divisional representation are 
most likely to occur. 

The best the opposition parties have yet been able 
to do is to cling to their original theme that the 
government is ‘‘tired ’, “creaking” and “leaking like a 
rusty ship.”

Yet Social Credit has given no signs that its 
record of good government is about to change to bad. 

Old man Bennett is still the clear-thinking leader 
with a firm grip on all situations. 

In his dual role as premier and finance minister, 
he has during the years— 

Wiped out hospital insurance premiums; 
Liquidated the provincial debt; 

Given British Columbians the highest credit 
rating in Canada; 

Created an unrivaled road and sea transport 
system; 

Built two new universities and hundreds of 
schools; 

Brought order into the development and reclama¬ 
tion of the forests; 

Successfully piloted the province through to its 
two-river hydro-electric development; 

Anticipated Ottawa with a workable medical 
Insurance plan; and 

Helped the homeowner with grants and cheap 
second mortgage financing. 

Yet all the time he has clamped down on 
unrealistic government expenditures, and for more 
than seven years there has not been a provincial tax 
Increase to the public. 

In the fight against Inflation, too, Premier 
Bennett has set an example to the nation by his pay-as- 
you go policy. 

With other provinces paying 8 and 8 J 4 per cent 
©n new long term loans to meet their growing debts — 
Ontario this week borrowed $150,000,000 in the New 
York market — the economic policies of the Bennett 
regime stand out like pillars of wisdom. 

And with interest charges showing no sign of 
abatement, it was never more important for the 
province to have an experienced, successful leader at 
the helm.

Certainly neither opposition party is offering 
anything better at no cost to the taxpayer.

The Arms Puzzle : 

I F THE NARROW-MAJORITY decision of the United f 
States Senate to support President Richard Nixon’s 
tnti-ballistic missile system proposal had any effect ii 
On the Soviet Union’s planning in the same area it * 
Irould have been to accelerate the Russian effort. That c 
**ems axiomatic. And it would seem to indicate the 
continuing acceleration of the armaments race. 

President Nixon justified the risk, of course, by 1 ( 
the argument that his nation must keep pace with the 
Continuing development of the Soviet strike capacity i, 
ind the prospect of an eventual threat from China l 
where Chairman Mao Tse tung has warned he would n 
be prepared, in some circumstances, to use the nuclear 
weapon even if it meant the sacrifice of hundreds of 
bullions of Chinese lives. 

After all, so the theory goes, an ABM system is 
fitrictly defensive. The trouble is that if a defence 
iystem makes an offensive weapon t obsolete or 
fcieffeetive somebody is going to find bigger and better 
bombs to counteract and overwhelm the obstacle. The 
progression is endless. 

However, that has not been worrying observers | 
overmuch Whfjt they fear most is that the Soviet 
tJnion will back away from disarmament talks with 
Americans which they themselves initially proposed^— 
fome believe in the hope that the United States Senate 
Would be influenced by the prospect and persuaded to 
vote against President Nixor^s ABM program 

It could be argued that the Senate's support has 
ttrengthened the possibility of discussions on arms 
limitation and even a halt in their proliferation. If the 
Kremlin’s strategy was indeed to induce a contrary 
decision on ABMs. it has failed. It would therefore 
seem to encourage the idea that a disarmament effort 
is more necessary than ever it was. 

It may be that the enormous cuts in United States 
fnilitary expenditure, announced Thursday by Defence 
Secretary’ Melvin Laird, will impress Moscow with 
Washington’s sincerity in its often-repeated desire to 
discover some means of controlling the awesome 
Armaments budget. 

The optimistic view will be that the immediate 
tiftnming of the American military bill by a billion 
and a half dollars and the prospect of an equal sum 
being cut before the end of the year will encourage 
some Soviet response 

Mr. Laird admits that his country's “defence 
readiness’’ around the world will be weakened as a 
consequence of these economies, although the 
commitment to the North Altantic Treaty forces will 
not be affected. 

The development to some extent will sene to test 
’the Kremlin’s real intentions; whether, for example, 
thev may seiae this opportunity to reduce their own 
military burden or spur their efforts as a result of 
misinterpretation In short, it may shortly be disclosed 
whether the suggestion for disarmament talks was 
serious or another bit of subterfuge.

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Education 
Taxation 
Live Issue

The old dream of eliminating the property tax 
1 or education shimmer* once again as the provincial 
campaign draws to a close. 

The Liberals propose to remove basic school costs from 
home and farm prmiertivs "by greatly increasing grants 
from existing provincial surplus income," and financing 
regional colleges from general revenue- as the universities 
are supsiorted. 

The New Democrats have pledged to remove the ed¬ 
ucation tax from residential property in a series of un- 
S[>ecified steps. First move would he to finance regional 
colleges entirely from provincial revenue. 


Nobody likes the property 
tax for education. Some very 
keen minds have analyzed the 
question endlessly in recent 
years, and when all is said 
and done the basic reason for 
retaining the property tax is 
that no better system has 
been found 

There are numerous nega¬ 
tive aspects to the property 
tax. especially as it applied to 
education. 

No other tax is collected in 
one lump sum. The property 
tax is the most painful bite a 
citizen sustains during the 
year, even though he bleeds 
more through his income tax. 

The federal government col¬ 
lects its taxes quietly and the 
province does the same. The 
MPs and MLAs are remote 
and seemingly inaccessible 

But a school board is 
handy, and resentment at Ihe 
property tax can easily be 
translated into unwillingness 


to support spending for educa¬ 
tion. 

The profiertv tax takes a 
larger proportion * of income 
from those less able to pay — 
young m a r r i e d s and [jen- 
sioners 

The tax is not based on 
ability to pay, except in that a 
man's home tends to reflect 
his income. 

The tax Is shifted onto 
tenants, who have no voice in 
money bylaws involving the 
school system. 

Despite B.C.’s Assessment 
F. q u a 1 ization Act, many 
inequities are reported . 
Assessments tend to la g 
behind the times and newer 
homes are relatively highly 
assessed. 

And lastly, the benefit a 
man receives for his payment 
is often invisible to him. 
especially if he has no chil¬ 
dren in school. 


The Advantages 


The advantages — such as 
they are — were outlined in a 
paper delivered laid spring by 
\V R. Hunter, chairman of 
the B.C. Teachers' Federa¬ 
tion's education finance com¬ 
mittee. 

It’s a stable tax, said Mr. 
Hunter. It brings in predict¬ 
able. steady revenue which a 
local sales tax wouldn't if the 
economy slumped. 

The tax is easily calculated 
and is easily changed (usually 
upward, someone mutters). 

The property tax has "high 
visibility'' which focuses 
attention on efficiency People 
can’t casually avoid the tax; 
the penalty is lix> high. 

People are used to paying 
the pn>t>erty tax. too. That s 
not much of a justification for 
a tax but it's a valid 
consideration. A new tax 
would generate new resent¬ 
ment against education. 

B .C ,’s 5150 h omeowner 

grant lessens the regressive 
nature of the property tax. 


The most prestigious study 
of B.C. education finance in 
recent years was the i960 
re[X)rt s|K>nsored by the B.C. 
School Trustees' Association. 
The study was carried out by 
Prof. Milton Moore of the 
I'BC department of econ¬ 
omics, Prof. Philip White of 
the UBC faculty of commerce 
and business administration, 
and Arthur Guttman. then 
BCSTA assistant general sec¬ 
retary. 

White and Moore were staff 
researchers on an earlier New 
Brunswick royal commission 
on finance and municipal 
taxation. 

The BCSTA study made a 
numlier of'interesting obser¬ 
vations worth repeating today. 
It said that in B.C , property 
tax, as a percentage of 
provincial personal income, 
was well below the national 
average. 

The researchers concluded 
that property assessment in 
this province was somewhat 
haphazard. 


eed Is l rgent 


They said • - 

“Although the assessment of 
real property is difficult and 
calls for the exercise of a 
considerable amount of judg¬ 
ment. assessment has never 
ranked particularly high in 
the hierarchy of municipal 
functions. 

“There is r urgent need to 
ettraet better qualified — and 
Itelter paid |>eoplo info this 
work because equitable 
assessments arc among the 
chief responsibilities which 
municipal c<iuncils have to the 
ratepayers." 

Another observation: 

“At the root of much of the 
dissatisfaction with the real 
property tax hes the inability 
of taxpayers to understand its 
mvsteries" 

The study team declared 

•'Over-all, and with the 
possible exception of the 
effect of ihe distribution of 
the burden, we cannot find 
suiumrt for the view that the 


weight of the property tax in ' 
British Columbia is exces¬ 
sive." 

Somewhat hard - heartedly, 
the report said that com¬ 
plaints usually stem from “an 
imbalance of the individual's 
wealth, as represented by his 
real property and income " 

In other words, if you can't 
afford your property tax you 
should live in a cheaper 
house 

Result of the study u-is a 
series of BCSTA policy snte- 
ments and resolutions to the 
government The main policy 
statement declared: 

“The real property tax is n 
effective means of raising 
money for public purposes 
and is an appropriate source 
of funds for school purposes 
because It is capable of 
providing substantial revenue 
and capable of being varied in 
its rale from school district to 
school district, and because 
llvre is no suitable alterna¬ 
tive.'' 


The Local Level 


The trustees' gnxip also 
adopted the policy that “local 
education control is insepar¬ 
able from kx:al financial 
responsibility based on a tax 
which reflects decisions made 
at the local level "

The ignominous failure of 
the referendum shook City 
Hall so much that a couple of 
“inquests" were held by 
aldermen, and the staff was 
ordered to come up with some 
sort of a post-mortem study. 
This was prepared and distri¬ 
buted some time ago. 


The report Indicates , 
although it does not say, tlxit 
if the whole thing had been 
planned a s jk failure it 
couldn't have been done more 
efficentiy. 

The voters weren't properly 
Informed, the timing was 
terrible and the planning p.>or. 

Firstly, ?he publicity cam¬ 
paign. which cost more th«n 
54,000 jus” didn't gel off the 
ground.

It failed to inform the 
voters of the issues involved 
in the budget plan which

The actions and announce¬ 
ments of both federal and 
provincial governments com¬ 
pounded the problem. In April 
and May the federal govern¬ 
ment began taking steps to 
curb the inflationary spiral 
and in June Victoria was 
actually singled out as one of 
the 18 vulnerable areas in 
Canada. 

This, coupled with a two per 
cent increase interest rates 
raised doubts in the minds of 
the most civic-minded liusi- 
nessmen.

Other factors which contri¬ 
buted to the negative attitude 
were increases in costs of 
f.xid and services and the 
Ihreat of further boosts fol¬ 
lowing settlement of several 
lalxir strikes. 

The campaign could have

s nd. tf the whole city staff at 
all levels was used as a hard- 
selling force to push the 
merits of the bylaw and fully 
explain it to all who ques¬ 
tioned. 

It might have been wis to 
have an IS to 24-hour answer¬ 
ing telephone service by 
which informed people could 
reply to queries. 


A constant flow of material 
should have been provided 
news media. the officials 
found, and a “hard-sell" 
approach taken in advertising. 

Special Interest group* 
should have been brought into 
forums and public panels and. 
generally, a wade appeal made 
wherever possible. 

In other words the captial 
budget bylaw should have 
been "aokl" not just a month 
or two before its submission 
but for a long time before. 

It wasn't sold and it was 
defeated.

The exjierimental explosion 
Project Rulison. is sponsored by 
the U S Alomic Energy Com¬ 
mission and Austral Oil Co. Also 
participating are numerous fed¬ 
eral agencies and some two 
dozen private companies. 

The $6,500,000 venture, largely 
financed by the private business¬ 
es, calls for a 50 kiloton explo¬ 
sion equivalent to 40.000 tons of 
TNT-8,442.5 feet below the sur¬ 
face of Battlement Mesa 40 
miles northeast of Grand Junc¬ 
tion, Colo. It is intended to jar 
natural gas out of Mesa Verde 
sandstone where it had been 
locked for eons.

"For every stop sign we should have a Stop Please sign. 
This would cause a stir, much talking and, more to the point, 
much thinking.” 


How to gn about achieving his aim is a problem, Mr. 
Howard says. 

1 would like to hear from people. I would like to form a 
group of thinking men and women to kick around some 
ideas." 

He suggests short lectures at regular intervals in every 
school to make children aware of the profound value of 
politeness. 

"If we can overwhelm our children with this courtesy, It 
is only one further step toward achieving happiness through 
caring about others," according to Mr. Howard. 

Courtesy has become the victim of the space age, he 
says. 


"It's a fast-changing world. Yesterday's luxuries ar* 
today's necessities.

Family life is losing ground, morals are slipping and 
mental institutions are overcrowded.

What does a girl do when 
she finds her date smokes 
marijuana? How ran she help 
him t) go straight? Or should 
site even try? Where can he

Two girls from Pennsyl¬ 
vania asked me these ques¬ 
tions. They are in love with 
boys of 18 and 19, both in 
college, both on ;*>t. And the 
hoys wouldn't give it up for 
them, so far. So, what should 
the girls do?

I relayed their questions to 
three officers of the tow 
Angeles jxdice department 
Captain Jack Morris, head of 
the juvenile division, took a 
grim view of their ability to 
be able to change the boys’ 
habits. 

“So a Rirl is inclined to be 
motherly and tries to make a 
gentleman nut of a Iwm," he 
said. "That's like trying to 
educate a stray cat. Oh, it's 
not necessarily hopless to 
try. But 99-plus per cent of 
those who use marijuana, 
often, are headed for trouble.

Lieut. Dick Bongard con¬ 
firmed this. “Most kids 
involved in drugs and nar¬ 
cotics continue to use them If 
the girls can't dissuade them, 
then the girls should stop 
dating them. Give an ulti¬ 


matum : 'Stop the pot, or we 
call it quits.' Ahnve all, girls 
shouldn't get trapped into 
smoking pot themselves.” 

Lieut. Emil vie Crona of the 
juvenile narcotics unit says 
the boy has to decide what he 
likps most. Ami the girl has to 
realize that she may he 
involved with him and his 
problems. They may get in an 
accident while he’s driving 
“high." or if he's discovered 
in possession of marijuana.

Those people ignore medical 
research and police findings 
when they say that, these 
police officers told me. Mari¬

Doctors and imlice 
join in urging everyone to 
refrain from its indiscrimin¬ 
ate use.

Offer Safety and Status 


LOS ANGELES (LAT) — Like to keep the 
riff-raff away from your door? A growing number 
of housing contractors think they have the answer. 
Several subdivisions are under construction fea¬ 
turing a high wall around the tract, a private se¬ 
curity force, and an armed guard at the entrance 
gate f 24 hours a days. One tract even has a moat. 

The construction industry likes tc call them "total se¬ 
curity communities " Some of the developments under con¬ 
struction are aimed for the junior executive type who doesn't 
mind paying $50,000 for a home, safely tucked away behind 
a guarded watt. 

"This is our first venture into this area,” said Wiliam 
Edwards, Southern Califomita division manager for Kauf¬ 
man and Broad Construction Co., one of the nation's largest 
home builders The company is huildirtg the Hidden Lake 
development in Canoga Park. Caiif. 


“We wanted to build a higher cost development, and 
we did some market research on the idea of guarded com¬ 
munities,'' Edwards said “ft didn't take much research to 
find that a lot of people of qualifying income are quite con¬ 
cerned about burglaries, child molestation, and crime in the 
streets.” 

The development will fealurr a high wall, security de¬ 
vices, and a guarded entrance. 

“One of the problems is that this type of development 


is very expensive,” Eduards said. “We wanted it secure, 
but there is also the ethetic angle. We didn't want to make 
it look like Buctoenwald." 

The cost for the "protection," Edwards estimated, may 
run as high as $400,000 for the entire tract, forcing the price 
of each home up about $2,000. There is also the monthly ex- 
j»ei»e for maintenance and the security force. 

Why are people willing to j>ay the price? 

“Lots of reasons." said fine salesman. The only way to 
reach his island development is by boat or over a private 
bridge which is guarded around the clock. 

"No door-to-door salesmen.” he said. "No hr* rods 
blasting up and down the streets. No riff-raff. People don't 
have to worry about their kids " 

★ ★ * 

In addition to guaranteeing the exclusivity of the prem¬ 
ises. the guard will also serve as a status symbol and re¬ 
ception committee for those with authorization to enter the 
area. 

“I can see it now," the salesman said. "The guard will 
say 'Oh yes. Mr Jones, the Whites are expecting you. Their 
house is the third one on the left ’ That's real class!" - 

Does this mean all rising young executives will retreat 
to their secluded eom|>ounds in the years ahead? Will the 
United States become a nation of guarded walls and private 
police' 1 Will the gate guard become another status symbol 
that no self-respecting executive could he without? 

"My guess is that barring any major improvement in 
law enforcement or a drastic drop in crime, this is what 
will happen.” said Kaufman's Edwards.

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Logging Roads Open to All Hunters 


Vancouver Island hunters 
will have more than 75 miles 
of logging company mad 
access, covering mare than 
2.800 acres hi the Cowichan 
Valley, open to unrestricted 
access seven days a week this 
year, unless a dangerous fire 
hazard builds up and tn 
fire hazard is In sight. 

Gortksi Dnds, superinten¬ 
dent of Western Forest Indus¬ 
tries at Honeymoon Bay, told 
a meeting of the Lake Cow¬ 
ichan Gimbinerf Fire Organ¬ 
ization Friday that his com¬ 
pany will oi»en up the unused 
Meade Creek tree farm area 
for through-the-week hunting 
this year, except for a short 
spur where a contract logger 
has active operations under¬ 
way. Meade Creek is reached 
from the North Shore Road to 
Youbou, two or three miles 
from Lake Cowichan. 

* * * 

Continuation of the wide 
ojien policy will depend upon 
behavior of hunters, their 
comphance with the single 
active logging-no access 
area, and their willingness to 
give a wide safety berth to 
the three or four logging 
trucks that will be operating 
on the first two or three miles 
of the main access road. 

Over the past years Meade 
Creek has been one of the 
most popular grouse and deer 
hunting areas. A side benefit 
is that the hilltops abound in 
both blue and red huckle¬ 
berries. It will be the first 
time througb-the-week access 
has been allowed to the now- 
inactive logging area. 

★ * * 

Western Forest Industries 
will also continue to allow 
through-the-week access to its 
Jogindar claims along the 
south bank of the Cowichan 
River, almost all the way 
from Lake Cowichan to Skutz 
Falls, reached beside Alice's 
Store at Lake Cowichan, and 
to Block 75 around the old 
Rounds townsite, reached off 
the main Gordon River road. 

In addition to these logging 
areas Western Forest Indus¬ 
tries has 93 miles of road and 
20.000 acres of timber land in 
Its Gordon River operations, 
90 per cent of which will be 
open to public access during 
weekend and holiday non- 
operational times.

Other logging roads and 
timberlands in the Cowichan 
Valley and in the Sooke area 
will all be open to weekend 
public access during non- 
opera tional hours, except for 
actual active logging areas 
where there is equiiunent. and 
these will he blocked off by

Access" signs. 

Continuation of and extended 
public access will dei»end ujion 
attention paid to these signs 
and to general behavior of the 
public that is invited into the 
timberlands.

Kake, a 550 - person town on 
iKupreanof Island, contracted 
with Alaskan Indian Arts Inc., 
in Haines to carve the giant 
totem for $10,000. 

The totem will be exhibited at 
Ex[x> 71) in Japan and then will 
be erected on a bluff at Kake. 


i It will be the first totem in 
I Kake since 1926 when mission¬ 
aries made the natives burn 
theirs because of their su(>- 
posedly pagan symbolism. 

Carl Heinmiller, director of 
Alaskan Indian Arts, and four 
other carvers designed 14 ma-, 
jor crests and figures, repre¬ 
senting the various Indian clans. 

The totem is topped by a giant 
eagle and includes legendary

Entrance to the Gordon 
River Road is from Honey- 
n>xm Bay and seven miles 
and 200 feet along the road is 
the entrance on the right to 
truck road 3 and Block 75. 
where second growth timber 
is growing up in the area 
which was logged by railroad 
in the 1930s. 

* * * 

You can t drive too far up 
this road in a car. but a ieep 
or a trail bike would enable 
you to go much further and 
there is nothing to stop you 
hunting the area an foot. 

Then the road forks, left 
into the valley and straight 
ahead up the hill, but it is the 
end of the road for cars. 

* * * 

The Gordon River logging 
area is magnificient hunting 
country and in past years has 
been the producer of some of 
the biggest buck deer and 
some good grouse shooting, 
but on this mid-day trip we 
didn't see any signs of deer, 
or grouse But. that wasn't 
the purpose of our trip and we 
really didn't look for game 
signs. We did see evidence of 
the severe winter kill which 


hit the Gordon Rirer deer 
population. 

We sent from the despatch 
shack along truck road I 
to the border of the Hillcrest 
property, along which Western 
Forest Industries has active 
logging under way. The road 
will be blocked about half a 
mile before the logging starts 
and hunters are asked to taka 
care when hunting the adja¬ 
cent Hillcrest slash, because 
they could be only a couple of 
hundred yards from active 
logging and workers. 

* * * 

We followed along several 
miles of the 26-mile-lang Gor¬ 
don River, and we followed 
roads along the east and west 
branches of the Gordon and 
along the Loop River. We 
travelled the perimeters of 
the Gordon River claim to the 
borders of R.C. F o r e * t 
Product's Caycuse operations 
on the east and the BCFP 
mature timber in the Gordon 
Valley on the south. 

We travelled through miles 
of logging slash, through 
active logging areas, through 
second growth timber and 
through stands of mature 
timber in the 300 to 700 year- 
old age brackets.

Electricity was supplied i 
from*a generator powered by a small gasoline engine which j 
emits only about six per cent of the exhaust gases produced I 
by a comparable non-electric bus. 

Tass quoted designer Boris Zubchuck as saying Centaurus 
was developed to test the optimum combination of electricity 
and gasoline for the car of the future.

Paris Weeps with Joy 


PAPJS (UPH — The first 
dull boom sounded Saturday 
night a* the 1.300-pound 
clapper grazed the inside of 
the bell "Emmanuel at the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame 

The 13-ton bell, which once 
needed eight men to get it 
moving, soon wa* swing free 
under electric power and 
ringing out every few teconri* 
to remind Parisian* of the 
night 25 years ago when it 
heralded the liberation of the 
French capital from four 
years of Nazi rule. 

On that night of 1944 all the 
bells of Paris rang for the 
first time since 1940, celebrat¬ 
ing the arrival in the city of 
an advance detachment of the 
liberating armies. 


The 130 churches of Paris 
last night left the overture to 
Emmanuel and its four 
smaller companutns in the 
Notre Dame belfry. 

Then came the reverberat¬ 
ing reply from across the 
river, from the 19-ton Savov- 
aide in the while dome of the 
Sacre Coeur Basilica. 

* * * 

Tlie streets of the city fell 
silent as traffic and pedes¬ 
trians stopped to listen to th“ 
sounds belling from the lie de 
Cite and the Montemarte Hill. 

War veterans attending lib¬ 
eration anniversary eelebra- 
tions wept openly as hundreds 
of bells all over the city 
joined in the carillon of 
remembrance. 


All the churches that joined 
In the bell ringing of 1944 
sounded out again Saturday 
night And there was «ce 
addition. 

The Church of Saint 
Philippe du Roule, in 1944. 
had an empty belfry. 

The parish priest lamented 
the fact that his church had 
not been able to join in the 
liberation peal He apjiealed 
to his parishioners on the 
Sunday following the libera¬ 
tion for a collection to replace 
the missing bells. 

Saint Philippe du Houle's 
bells rang out with the rest of 
the churches in Paris on the 
25th anniversary of that night.

When kidney disease strikes 
a person, the organ is no long¬ 
er capable of functioning as it 
should to clean the blood To 
make up for this, its victims 
must have their blood artificial¬ 
ly "washed" in two or three 
eight-hour sessions each week. 


Ruth Mr. and Mrs Thomhury 
understand the home unit's 
workings well enough to spot 
any difficulties and maintain it 
to good operating condition. 

The various cleaning and pre¬ 
paratory operations take up 
about 16 hours per week, hut 
neither of the couple resent los¬ 
ing the time.

Wrong Culprit 


a arm mildew — (D.w.. wtoHai 

— Your Michaelmas daisies couldn't 
have picked up mildew from the half- 
rotted leaves dug into the soil; it is far 
more likely they were infected by air¬ 
borne disease spores. Dryness at the 
deep root level is a contributing factor 
leading to infection; so is overcrowding. 

Pick off and burn the most seriously 
affected leaves and spray the rest with 
karathane. or with a good all-purpose 
rose spray containing an anti-mildew 
ingredient 

There is absolutely no reason why 
you shouldn't use leaves to build up the 
humus content in your soil, but you 
should always add a sprinkle of 
ammonium sulphate fertilizer whenever 
leaves are dug in, as they rob the sot! 
of nttrates temporarily while they are 
rotting.

MOVING GOOSEBERRIES — fE.B.. 
Rook*) — If your gooseberry bushes are 
not more than ihree or four years old. 
you can transplant them to your new 
home in October. If they are much 
older than this, though. I think it would 
be better to leave them behind and 
replace them with new, young stock, as 
the old bushes will be nearing the end 
of their useful life. 

Plant In a site enriched generously 


with old rotted manure, spacing the 
bushes 5*-» feet apart. Next spring, 
apply sulphate of potash. 2 tablespoon- 
fuls per gallon of water and about one 
gallon per bush, poured very slowly 
over the rooting area. 


PRESERVING 1 .EAVES — (F.W.. 
Iwulymniith) — To preserve sprays of 
leaves from trees and shrubs for winter 
decoration, but them before they begin 
to take on their autumn coloring, and 
stand them in a vase or jar containing 
a mLxture of glycerine and water one 
part glycerine to two parts water 
Leave the stems in the solution until 
you can see ‘'tears” of glycerine on the 
leaves, then remove and arrange in a 
dry vase.

SCABBY POTATOES — (H.S.. Sid- 
ary) — Tl»e pitted appearance of the 
potato specimen you sent me is due to 
an infection called scab. This is a skin 
disease of potatoes — what you might 
call a complexion fault — and the 
tubers are perfectly safe to eat after 
peeling. 

Scab is a fungus organism that 

persists in soil with a high lime 

content; this is why time should not be 


applied to the potato portion of the 
vegv'iable plot. Give lime to the section* 
of the garden assigned to the peas, 
beans and all leafy vegetables, then 
grow your potatoes on this ground the 
following year In this way there will 
tie enough residual lime in the soil fi>r 
healthy growth but not enough to 
encourage scab 

The use of chicken manure seems to 
encourage scab m potatives and another 
common contributing factor is a lack of 
humus in the soil About the best way I 
know to grow clean-skinned i>otatoes is 
to plant only clean, certified seed on 
clean ground, covering each seed piece 
with a gixxi shovelful of ha)f-i\>iled 
compost before filling in the furrow.

ONION SETS—(A.O >l., Royal Oak) 

•— The onion sets you grew from seed 
this year shouldn t he planted out this 
fall. Not that they would winter-kill but 
because winter cold would Induce them 
to go to seed early next year. Store the 
little bulbs in a warm, dry place, ideally 
around 70 degrees, and plant out in the 
spring. 

If you guard your onion sets against 
chilling while in winter storage, you can 
plant out even fairly large ones without 
much danger of their running up tn 
seed.

Considering Its wealth, Brit-

field of higher education. 

B.C. educator* have been 
•aymg that for years, and 
now it's being repeated else¬ 
where in Canada. 

Aside from the Atlantic 
region, which isn't in the 
same educational league, 
B.C.'* effort in [>«t-secondary 
education compared badly by 
almost every yardstick. 

* * ★ 

Per capita grants and per 
student grants are low. both 
for operating and capital 
funds. Space is critically short 
In the three public universities 
and students are finding it 
harder to get in each year. 

Applicant* for courses in 
vocational schools often wait 
a year or more to get in. even 
though there will soon be 10 
such schools operated by the 
province. 

B.C.'s regional college sys¬ 
tem is slowly getting off the 
griHind, years behind leaders 
such as Alberta and Ontario. 

* * * 

In simple dollar figures our 
spending is dazzling — and 
frightening at times Operat¬ 
ing grants for the three 
universities total $65,00(1.000 
this year, compared with 
J18.500.000 four years ago. 

Capital grants for construc¬ 
tion at the campuses is 
$15,000,000 this year, a 25 per 
cent j ump from 1968's 
$12,000,000. 

Total operating and capital 
support for all forms of post- 
secondary education is 
reckoned at $115,457,000 for 
the current fiscal year. 

* * * 

It’s easy to be complacent 
about post-secondary educa¬ 
tion in this province by just 
looking at new buildings and 
selected statistics. Once you 
look beyond our borders the 
B.C. picture becomes less 
rosy. 

Take the matter of federal 
support for higher education, 
which has soared in recent 
years. 

Back in 1951 Ottawa contri¬ 
buted 50 cents per capita to 
post-secondary education. It 
was raised to $1 in 1957, $1.50 
in 1958. $2 in 1962 and then to 
$5 in 1966 after the Bladen 
rejiort on the financing of 
higher education. 

* * * 

I'nder the old arrangement, 
federal grants wore made 
direct to the universities. In 
1966-67 Ottawa s h a red 
$9,200,000 among B.C.'s three 
public universities. 

The Federal-Provincial Fis¬ 
cal Arrangements Act of 1967 
dramatically increased 
federal grants in education. 
Ottawa committed itself to 
pay 50 per cent of al] post- 
socundary operating costs, or 
a grant of $15 per canita. 
whichever was the greater 
Tire money is now handed to 
the provincial governments 
for distribution as they see fit. 
* * * 

There is no check on any 
provincial government as to 
how it spends the money. It 
may be passed on to educa¬ 
tion or used any way, 

British Columbia received 
$33,902,000 in 1 9 6 7 - 68. 
$41.466.000 the next year, and 
in the current fiscal year is 
to receive an estimated 
$51.832.000 from Ottawa.

Reviewing B.C.'s support of 
higher education, Mr 
Cameron wrote. 

"It is evident, however that j 
for a province which boasts 
that is has no debt whatso¬ 
ever, these levels of support 
are extremely low compared 
with the programs of such 
provinces as Alberta and 
Ontario. 

"The government pays lip- 
service to the importance of 
jxist-secondary education in 
its budgetary publications, but 
it followed the path of most 
provinces by decreasing its 
own share of this support.” 
(See table )

Summarizing the B.C. pic¬ 
ture, the Cameron study said: 

"It appears that although 
government support of uni¬ 
versities is lower than might 
be expected from fhe state of 
the province’s economy, it is 
increasing.” 

To the charge that the 
government is diverting edu¬ 
cation money from Ottawa, 
Education Minister Brothers 
replied last May 

"That is our own money 
which we are sending to 
Ottawa and which we are 
getting back.”

Though the universities 
make a good case for more 
financial aid, public support is 
by no means universal. 
Student upr oars have 
produced a damaging hack- 


many resources, but they are 
guarding their positions of 
prosperity and investing in 
their future.

Gaglardi before he stepped down as highways minister 17 
months ago waa “in-founded." 


"Mr. Gaglardi worked harder than any three men. He 
was conducting a very busy department as well as his church 
and the largest Sunday school in all British Columbia. He was 
working too hard and he wouldn't take a holiday and, in my 
opinion, he was ill.” 

The premier was asked if his decision to reinstate Mr. 
Gaglardi meant all was forgiven. 


“There was nothing to fogive. Mr. Gaglardi got his health 
back gradually and be waa given more tasks. He has done a 
tremendbus job finding work for the hard-core unemployed. I 
can show you letter after letter,” be said.

In the process of disposing of some old documents recently I came across a newspaper 
clipping from the London Times dated Aug. 21,1919. It read: The Shah of Persia arrived 
on board a British warship at Constantinople on Tuesday, Aug. 19,1919. There followed 
a list of the Shah’s suite which included four ministers, all of whom were princes, a 
secretary, two doctors and five personal attendants. 

SHIPMATES with the SHAH 


The British warship 
was HMS Ceres, m tight 
cruiser commanded by 
Capt. H. G. C. Lane, JIN. 
I was serving in Ceres m 
a midshipman , Roy at 
Naval Reserve, and the 
Times clipping brought 
back memories of that 
eventful passage with the 
Shah and his entourage 
as passengers , it also re¬ 
minded me of how messy 
things have changed in 
the prut half century . 
Persia is nose Iran , Cots- 
stantinople If nose Istan¬ 
bul and sad to relate the 
Royal Navy has no sleek 
light cruisers like the 
Ceres . 


Ceres was muorad In th* Grand 
Harbor, Malt*, whan ordara wet* 
received to pro e aad to Batum la tit* 
Black Sea, vi« Constantinople, with 
the utmost (Ma patch. Amid ttw 
preparations lot sailing • lighter 
came alongside with larg* quantities 
of food and it was noticed that 
among the liquid supplies there was 
a prei>onderance ol cases of cham¬ 
pagne. 

The rumor* as to our actual 
mission were many and mostly 
fantastic. The prime favorite from 
the mossdeeks was that we were 
going to Batum to rescue * group of 
beautiful White Russian dancing 
girls who were being held oaptlv* In 
that city by the Hulahevtks. An 
official unnouaoameal shortly after 
wff sailed put an end to all the wild 
speculations and all hands were 
Informed that we were merely going 
to Batum to embark the Shah of 
Persia for passage to Taranto, Italy, 
via Constantinople. 

My job In Ceres was assistant to 
the navigator and I waa on the 
bridge as we approached Constant!- 
noplc at sunrise. The sun'e ray* 
were reflected from the rorial 
cupolas of hundreds of minarets and 
temples. It was * dazzling and 
memorable sight, but disillusionment 
came when w* went ashore far ttw 
streets were muddy, strewn with 
refuse and populated by horde* of 
pariah dogs. The Turks at that time 
wore obviously not concerned about 
pollution!

Actually an the pas¬ 
sage to Batum we were sitting In 
tha wardroom at lunch when a 
peculiar scraping sound was heard 
a long the ship's side. There wes a 
concentrated rush to the quarter¬ 
deck and *a we looked astern we 
saw a homed mins bobbing la the 
ship's wake. It must have been a 
dud otherwise this itory would never 
have been told I 


When I presented myself before 
ttw British Naval liaison officer I 
removed my cap and stood properly 
at attention. He was an elderly 
Royal Navy oommander who had 
been called up from retirement and 
seemed to resent the entire situa¬ 
tion. 

When I stated my business ha 
finally looked up and growled: “This 
lent a lady boudoir, keep your cap 
oa when you enter my office.“ I 
oomplied with the command making 
a mental note to remember it on my 
return trip, collected the various 
notices and left as rapidly as 
possible. 

It was a beautiful sunny morning 
as we approached Batum and we 

could see large numbers of the 
inhabitants disporting themselves on 
the sandy beach adjacent to ttw 
docks. A signal rating on the bridge 
who had been gazing at the bathers 
through his telescope made the 
startling announcement “They ain't 
got nuffink on." 

There was a concerted rviah for 
binoculars, telesoo|>ea and even 
rangefinders and St was quickly 
discovered that the signalman's 
statement was correct In all re¬ 
spects. There wasn’t a bathing 
oostume on the beach! The Russians 
from time to time have claimed to 
be first In many inventions, but they 
were moat obviously behind in the 
dlaoovery of bathing attire. 

We waited four days at Batum 
lor the Shah, who was known aa 
Ahmed Shah. A history of Persia 
makes only passing reference to 
him. He succeeded to the throne n 
iMtt at the age of 13. He never 
exorcised any personal authority and 
never returned to Persia after 
leaving-ln 1919. At this point I should 
explain that ttte British govern¬ 
ment's generosity in supplying the 
Shah with such expensive transport¬ 


ation was not entirely altruistic as 
they had in mind the important 

matter of Persian oil concessions. 

The Shah arrived at Batum an 
Aug. 1C. A full hour before he was 
due to arrive the ship'* company 
were fallen In at their reepestlve 
parts of the ship. The guard of 
Royal Marines was on the quarter- 
deck and the captain and sente 
officers were near the gangway 
standing by to receive the Royal 
guest. We saw the entourage ap¬ 
proach and it became lest to view as 
It drew up alongside the ship. We 
heard oar doors slam and then the 
sound o t someone mouhttng ttw 
accommodation ladder. 

The ship's company was tensely 
awaiting the eruelal moment. The 
silence waa broken by a hlgh-pltehed 
jabbering in a foreign tongue but 


still His Highness hadn't reached the 
quarterdeck. 

1 waa In an advantageoua position 
and by stopping forward — waa able 
to look over the side and see that 
the Shah waa completely jammed on 
the accommodation ladder and could 
neither advance or retreat 

I reported the situation In the 
Officer of the Day who in turn 
informed the captain. 

The Shah at that time waa 23 
years of age, weighed approximately 
290 pounds and was about Bve feet 
two Inohes in height. In point of fact 
ho was almost as broad as he was 
long! As soon as the predicament 
was realized action followed quickly. 
The ladder ropes were slackened off 
and two husky ABs went over the 
side to assist His Highness from the 
rear. 

When the Shah finally reached 
the quarterdeck the Royal Marines 
presented arms In a Royal Salute. 
At the same Instant she first gun of 
the 21-gun salute was fired. The 
saluting guns were Vpounder* and 
fur an ear-drum shattering noise at 
close proximity they are practically 
unbeatable. 

At the first crash the Shah’s 
reaction was instantaneous. He 
clapped both hands over his ear* 
and gave vent to loud and tearful 
wails. He cried out something In 
French, which was his only foreign 
language, and one of the lieutenants 
Informed the captain that the Shah 
wanted the noise to stop. 

The captain's reply was brief and 
to the point. "Can't stop,*' he said 
So the unlucky monarch had to 
stand on the quarterdeck with tears 
streaming down hls cheeks until 
protocol had been satisfied. To the 
everlasting credit of the Royal Navy 
I must reoord that throughout the 
entire ceremony not one officer or 
rating showed the slightest sign of 


emotion. It was as If a tearful and 
wailing Shah was an every day 

occurrence t 

It was arranged that the Shah 
and his suite would use tha 
wardroom for meals while th* 
officers would move into the 
marines' m e s s d e ck , which was 
separated from the Wardroom by 
the pantry. 

In the Marines’ messdeck we 
officers could hear all that took 
place In the pantry. The custom In 
IboM days was for tiie marina 
waiters to serve die entree in large 
platter* and you helped yourself 
from platter to plate. The platter* 
usually contained enough serving* 
lor several people. The waiter who 
served th# Shah his first meal on 
board returned to the pantry open- 
fott and announced in a hoarse 
whisper: “Gorbilmey, Bill, he scof¬ 
fed the bleeding lot!” 

Yes, the Shah had a prodigious 
appetite which never ceased to 
astonish his serviteurs. He was 
never seen to drink water during hls 
passage In Ceres. His favorite 
tipple was champagne which ha 
disposed of in huge quantities 
without any apparent effect except 
to perhaps Increase his habitually 
gloomy expression. 

W* arrived back at Constanti¬ 
nople on Aug. 19 and I waa sent 
ashore tor another visit to my old 
friend the crusty British Naval 
ha Ison officer to return some chart* 
we had borrowed for the trip to 
Batum. Remembering his comment 
about hls office not being a lady'* 
boudoir I walked in with my cap on 
to be greeted with a snarling: “Taka 
your oap off in my office. Don't 
ttwy teach you any manners nowa¬ 
days?" With wisdom beyood my. 
yean I postponed my reply until I 
was half way back to the ship. 

When I returned on board w* 
moved across the bay and anchored 
off Prinklpo, a summer resort wher* 
th* Shah spent 11 days with hls 
father, a former Shah who was 
living there In exile. 

During our stay at Prinklpo we 
frequently heard the strains of 
Scottish bagpipes and we learned 
that the pipes were the Shah’s 
favorite form of music, a fact which 
some people might consider to b* 
another of his peculiarities. The kind- 
hearted British Government had 
loaned the Shah eight pipers of th* 
Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders. 

Thirteen years later when I was 
captain in the North Vancouver 
Ferry Service I discovered that on* 
of the deckhands, a Scot named 
McNeil, had been one of the Shah’s 
pipers- He remembered the Ceres 
and the Shah's generosity to tha 
piper* and he still possessed a 
number of gold sovereigns and a 
line gold medal 

While we waited for the Shall al 
Prinklpo the ship’s company wer* 
kept fully occupied One day *m

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MAPLE BAY YACHT CLUB 
MOVES TO NEW QUARTERS 


By JULI PORTER 

The Maple Bay Yacht Club , after more than 40 
years in one beautiful spot , is about to move to another 
location at Bird's Eye Cove. 



A party set out in a launch to 
picnic on Salt Spring Island. The 
launch was the Wanderer and 
belonged to Mr. and Mrs. C. E. 
Bromjlow. It was a beautiful June 
day in 1925 and the lovely weather 
inspired someone to suggest that 
there should be a yacht club at 
Maple Bay. 

The idea was thought to be a good 
one and. shortly after, about 40 
people met at the old Maple Bay Inn 
to discuss this [lossibility. This 
turned into an inaugural meeting 
and the Maple Bay Yacht Club was 
launched. 

C. M. Dickie became president, 
Col. R. E, Roome, vice-president, 
Maj.-Gen. A H. Eustace, second 
v i c e -p resident. Ian Mackenzie, 
honorary secretary, and C. K. 
Bromilow, honorary treasurer. 

The opening function took place 
July 4 on the veranda of the house 
which is now the Maple Bay Trading 
Co. There was no electricity in the 
community at the time so lanterns 
were used. 

One hundred and one members 
were enrolled, and it was decided 
that the aim of the club would be to 
promote boat racing and to serve as 
a social centre for the district. A 
float, with a storage shed, which had 
belonged to a former Aquatic club, 
was acquired. This was moored to 
an old wharf situated where the 
government wharf is now. 

At a committee meeting July 28 a 
club burgee of a triangular pennant 
of dark blue with a gold maple leaf 
superimposed, was chosen The first 
regatta was held on Aug. 19 of the 
same year 1925. There were power 
boat ami dinghy races, and swim¬ 
ming events. Sailboats were almost 
nil In the club at this time, and. 
actually, there ' were few pow-er 
boats as it seems that only eight 
boats took part in this regatta. The 
course was three times around the 
Bay, a distance of alxiut three miles. 

In the afternoon a "mystery 
ship'' made its appearance from 
nobody seemed to know where. 
Those aboard wore costumes and 
masks and their songs and jokes 
entertained sjwctators. 

Some played musical instru¬ 
ments. It evidently disappeared as 
mysteriously as It came. After a 
prize-giving ceremony a dance was 
held at the Maple Inn when the 
music was provided by Heaton's 
orchestra from Victoria. 

In February 1928. it was neces¬ 
sary to find new quarters so the 
present clubhouse was purchased 
from Mrs Neilson und the yacht 
club was moved. Funds were raised 
with difficulty for new floats, but 
this was finally accomplished by 
giving teas, bridge parties and 
dances. 

The Yacht Club flourished and in 
May, 1937, became affiliated with 
other Canadian clubs, The title 
commodore replaced that of presi¬ 
dent, making Col. Roome the first 


commodore. The terms vice¬ 
commodore, rear-commodore, staff 
captain, for power boats; and, as by 
now there were a few sailboats, fleet 
captain was added. A junior branch 
was formed in 1938 with Robin Bush 
the first junior commodore. 

Unfortunately during the latter 
years of the depression and the 
Second World War. from abbut 1935 
to 1945, there were few boats at the 
Bay and yacht club activities were 
at a standstill. To the late C. E. 


by all skippers. It operates! signals 
ever)’ minute from the five-minute 
gun to the starting gun. thus keeping 
every skipper posted as to the 
correct starting time. 

At this time several juniors 
introduced the tiny Moth class 
saillioat that took an acrobat as well 
as a sailor to operate. As its dock 
was small and convex with no 
cockpit, the crowlests skipiwr lay 
along its deck and had to hang on as 
well as sail, it seemed. 

In 1947 a women's auxiliary was 
formed with all women of the Yacht 
Club automatically becoming mem¬ 
bers. Mrs. E P. Porter was the first 
president and held the office for two 
years, Miss Peggy Gibson, now Mrs. 
George Ryzak, was secretary and 
Miss Philippa Cooke, now Mrs. 
Leslie Roome of Kelowna, who had

Bromilow, credit is due for keeping 
the place going. 

However, one or twn things of note 
took place during the early 40s, 
Hunter Vogel launched the Hard¬ 
tack, in 1941, the first Lightning 
class sloop. Prior to this there had 
only been one Star, two Snipes and 
one Flattie in the club saillwat 
racing fleet, although later, Major J. 
C. Cooke's Spooklo, a 32-foot sloop, 
was a well-known sight cruising 
aiwut the Bay, but there was no 
competition for her In the races. 

In 1944 the Lightning class and 
Comet class sailboats were adopted 
as a recognized class of (he Yacht 
Club and these little yachts in¬ 
creased. Dr. J. U. Coleman acquired 
the Lightning Hi-Time, and the 
Vogels launched Hardtack, another. 
The Vogels were tmilding them in 
the Maple Bay boat works at this 
lime. 

The Maple Bay Yacht Club was 
the first in Canada to obtain a 
charter for Lightning class sailboats. 
Quebec was given one only a few 
days later. 

After the end of the war, 
activities Increased rapidly. Muny 
visiting yachts started to come from 
other Pacific Coast clubs, especially 
from Washington, U.S.A. The Light¬ 
ning class increased to four and the 
Comet fleet was well established. 

In 31M6 D<>n Butt was commo¬ 
dore. Three more Lightnings were 
added to the racing fleet. George 
Seymour became junior commodore. 
The late John Ifimilton, "Hammie,” 
was official starter, and improved 
racing conditions by making a start¬ 
ing board that could be clearly seen 


worked hard for the club for several 
years, was treasurer. 

As the clubhouse was practically 
unfurnished at the time, and seemed 
to tx> mostly used for storage of 
oars and other nautical jxnuphu- 
nnlia. and discovering that the aim 
of the club, when started in 1925, 
was to have it partly for social 
purfKiBes, the W A. undertook to 
furnished the cluhimusc and worked 
hard to this end 

It put on dances and tens and card 
parlies and equipped the kitchen 
more fully, taught 100 now < and 
saucers, a lounge, chairs, tallies, 
nnd put up new drapes Memliera 
took turns, two at a time, in serve 
the Sunday teas to skipiters, crews 
and friends, these had taon started 
by Mrs. Hunter Vogel und Mrs. 
l’oyter a.year before. 

In 1948. a very successful season 
transpired, in spile of adverse 
weather conditions, more visiting 
yachts than ever tied up at the 
floats. The UR-ft MV. Harwood 
from Vancouver came In severd 
times, the largest law I to ever dock 
at the Yacht Club float*. In May 
the same year the WA entertained 
the crew of the U S Subm arine Cay¬ 
man from Pearl Harbor, which came 
in for several days. 

Many improvements were made 
a new picket fence with latch gate 
replaced an old dilapidated taard 
fence surrounding the projwrty, the 
floor of the clubhouse was sanded 
and varnished a light color, the 
caretakers quarters were turned 
from a single room to a small 
bachelor suite, nnd last, but most 
Important, new floats were installed. 


For several years the Capital 
City Yacht Club of Canoe Cove, 
Sidney, united with Maple Bay 
Yacht Club to celebrate opening day 
in May. Other events, undertaken 
every season in the 40s nnd 50s wers 
— Saturday night dances with every 
other one devoted to Juniors only.

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Tiro of the hundreds who for¬ 
sook “civvies" for khaki on that 
historic afternoon 30 years ago are 
insurance agent C. M. “Chuck" 
MacLeod and high school teacher , 
Geoffrey D'Arcy. Three decttdes 
later , both men tivully remember 
ihe excitement attending the dra¬ 
matic event. 

Chuck MacLeod had been at work that 
morning, when, "for some reason or other. I 
phoned home to my mother and she said she'd 
had a phone call from the 5th to say that I ahoukl 
report to the Boy Street Armories at three in the 
afternoon tn preparation to move out to Fort 
Rudd Hill." 

A sergeant In the 60th Battery of the 5th B.C. 
Coast Brigade, he had hurried home, changed into 
uniform, and reported to the armory. There, ho 
met his young bnrther, BSM Eton Macl-eod, with 
the rest of his battery. 

"There was quite a hit of ciwifusfon; In fact, 
Utter confusion.” Mr. Macl-eod recalls, "and, of 
course, there was a great deal of excitement.** 

Like many others, Geoff D’Arcy had been on 
Vacation when ordered to report. Also of the 60th 
ANTE — anti-motor torpedo boat battery — the 
lieutenant had fallen In with his battery at 3 p.m. 

Due to the rapidly worsening international 
•ituation. the emergency order had not come as a 
complete surprise to militiamen, although one 
does not have to be a member of today's reserves 
to imagine go ng to work in the morning as 
Usual, and being urdered to report for active duty 
that afternoon. 

"We had actually been anticipating something 
hapj>ening,‘‘ said Mr, MacLeod. "I attended the 
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royal school at Macaulay, and qualified as a 
sergeant; this was in the spring of 1939. 

"In fact, I think my brother was on my tail all 
the time to qualify, He'd been in the militia in the 
NPAM, the non-permanent active militia, and 
he'd been In a number of years ahead of me and 
he realized that something would happen and 
that we had to get qualified quickly so we could 
man the forts when needed." 

The 55th Battery, under Mai. Russell Ker, took 
command of the new six-inch coastal defence 
guns at Mary Hill; nearby was the Brigade HQ 
under Lt.-Col. Vincent McKenna, CO; the 9.2-inch 
counter bombardment artillery of Albert Head 
was manned by the 56th Battery, Maj. Sid 
Bowden commanding. From Brotchie Ledge to 
Mary HU1. members of the 17th Searchlight 
Battery (formerly the engineers) manned their 
stations, with Battery HQ at Rodd Hill, com- 
maned by Maj. J. H. McIntosh. Also on duty 
at Macaulay was the 2nd Anti Aircraft Battery, 
Maj. Robert Phipps. 

At 6 p.m., the 60th, under Maj. Carl Gonnason,

recalled to Industry almost immediately and 
replaced by Maj. "Denny" Diespecker, had 
marched into Fort Rodd Hill to assume command 
from a squad of the 5th Heavy Battery, RCA, 
known as the outfort detachments, or "district 
gunners." The 60th was also responsible for 
Belmont Battery's two 12-pounders and those of 
Black Rock Battery across the harbor, 

The role of the permanent force had been that 
of maintaining coastal defences, "keeping every¬ 
thing in shape, making sure the ammunition was 
fit to he used, that the guns were ready for their 
operational role and instructing the militia.*' 

One of the regulars on duty at Rodd Hill that 
day was a young gunner named Jack Rlppongale, 
whom we shall meet later. 

Immediately upon the militia’s arrival, gun 
crews had been assigned, watches scheduled, the 
artillery armed — "those guns were never 


unloaded from that day on" — and tents erected 
as the fort lacked sufficient quarters for the 
influx of j>ersonnel. 

By 9 p.m,, Fort Rodd Hill was ready for action 
under command of the 5th B.C, Coast Brigade — 
whose officers and men, but six hours before, had 
been civilians, going about their everyday 
routines. 

"It was a beautiful summer evening." GeofI 
D’Arcy recalled. A militiaman since 1926, the 
senior lieutenant had been with the 60th ANTB 
since Its inception, two years earlier. Belmont 
Battery, assigned examination duty, was placed 
under his command. 

An inventory of ammunition had disclosed flOO 
rounds on hand at the fort — including two boxes 
of case-shot dated about 1887. "This meant," 
explained Mr. D'Arcy, "as we thought at the 
time, that we could at least give an account at 
ourselves. 

"But, the very next day, a truck came from 
District I IQ and loaded all but 40-50 pounds. 
Meaning that, at most, we could fire V£ 
minutes!" 

The battery had quickly established a routine. 
One of the more pressing duties during this 
hectic period was the llth-hour training of gun 
crews. So busy, in fact, wore most NCOs that 
they did not find time to fill out the forms 
officially placing them on active service. This led 
to the incongruity of Sgt. MacLeod "training 
people who subsequently had longer war service 
than I had because they didn't get around to 
swearing us in until some time about the first of 
September. 

"We were there, on duty, training people who 
were taken on as they walked into the fort 
through the orderly room. Meaning they actually 
were on strength longer than I was!” 

A down-to-business spirit prevailed at (ha 
coastal batteries; there was no question of being 
on manoeuvres. "Once the unit was called out, all 
games ceased. This was deadly serious from that 
moment forward, deadly serious.” 

Emphasizing the gravity of the situation waa 
the fact mzlitiaimen received only one day's 
leave in six. gun crews standing three watcheai 
duty, reserve and off. 

"Most of us lived close enough that we could

Then there bad been practice alarms — at 2 
and 3 a m. 

Not that the militiamen had lacked lighter 
momenta — like that Saturday afternoon B e lm on t 
Ba ttery wrote a page in military history. 
IfcagteaQy. their moment ad glory has been 
Allowed to fade from memory. 

Belmont's duty aa examination battery waa la 
assist an examination vessel, on patrol between 
Victoria and Esquimau Harbors. All Incoming 
yeaieis, regardless of size or occupation, 
toe hiding service vessels, had to display tha 
correct signals: flags by day. specially designated 
red and green lights by night. 

Lieut. D'Arcy was off watch that momentous 
afternoon a ship ignored the examination vessel. 
On duty waa Lieut. Bob Love and Sgt. Chuck 
MacLeod. 

"If a vessel avoided the examination vessel 
or failed to report," he explained, “And moved in 
without identifying itself property, the duty of tha 
gun crew was well known. It’s called ‘bring to* 
procedure, which meant that you would fire a 
shot across the bow of the ship so it would stop." 

In this Incident, the examination vessel was 
enduing at the entrance to Victoria Harbor at the 
time an RCN harborcraft returned from Royal 
Road*. Rather than wait for clearance, the 
unidentified captain had headed straight into 
Esquimalt. Lieut. Love’s answer to this ef¬ 
frontery had been to order his crew to lay a 
dbot across the craft's bow. 

"It was quite impressive,” chuckled Mr. 
MacLeod. “Those 12-pounders, you know, made 
quite a splash. 

“Obviously, we were quite excited about It 
because we knew there'd be some repercussion 
because you don't do that to the navy.” 

After the “inevitable” heated interchange 
between the navy and battery, a conference was 
hastily called. The meeting resulted, within 24 
hours, in “the examination service being 
affectively in operation.” 

It is to be noted that protocol In such a 
situation demanded toe chastened master pay 
for the cost of the round as penalty. Laughed 
Mr. MacLeod: “I think that one was on us!" 

Thus concluded Belmont Battery's claim to 
fame: that sunny afternoon of 30 years ago when 
it fired one of the first shots of the Second World 
War — at the Royal Canadian Navy! 

Another, later, incident involving the exami¬ 
nation vessel also involved Sgt MacLeod. But thia 
time a 12-pounder from Macualay had been 
mounted at the end of Ogden Point breakwater. 
Living in barracks built on the harbor side of the 
seawall, the gun crews stood watches of eight 
hours on duty, eight hours off. 

Because they were so near town, those off 
duty were given liberty At night an officer had to 
be present, but during the day Sgt, MacLeod waa 
|D oommand. 

"Aa time went on. ship* began to try to dodge 
toe examination vessel because he. having to 
guard both ports, if you will, sometimes had to 
toy far off and It sometimes meant quite a detour 
lor a ship. 

"I remember one afternoon, a fishing boat 
came cloae In to Rrotchie I -edge, purposely going 
out of Us way to avoid reporting to tha 
examination vessel. 

"Well, we just sort of wafted till the boat was 
right below us. The first thing that fellow saw as 
he came out of his cabin, he was looking down 
the barrel of this 12-pounder as we threw a 
dummy round In and went through the procedure 
of load. 

“And, believe you me, he stopped pretty 
fast!" 

For a 21-year-old gunner Jack Rip(K*ngale. on 
duty at Fort Rndd Hill with the 5th Heavy 
Battery when the militia assumed command Aug. 
28. 1939, fate has come full cycle. Now 

superintendent on Fort Ro<ki Hilt National Park, 
toe retired army captain had enlisted there in 
1937 . 

“Each year.” he recalled, “the 5th Heavy 
Battery moved from normal quarters in Work 
Point Barracka for six to eight weeks of 
Intensified training at Fort Rodd Hill 

“Known as summer camp, this period waa 
always a highlight of the years as it included our 
annual gun practice. We were at the tall end of 
'summer camp 1939' when the jH-ocsutlonanr 
period came into effect. The unit aa such 
Immediately returned to Work Point Barracks, 
leaving behind a rear party to strike canvas and 
took after the stores. I was a member of that 
rear party and when the summer ramp duties 
were completed, I remained at Port Rodd Hill for 
A Short period as one of the district gunners." 

He remembers dial the glorious weather a#

that long-ago August had made the Increasing 
talk of war aeem “out of place.” But darkening 
newspaper account* had mono|x>lized all con¬ 
versation. 

“Within my unit, speculation as to where we 
would go on the outbreak of war waa the number 
one game. 

“The rumor that we were slated for garrison 
duty in Hong Kong had hardly flashed ita way 
through the ranks when it waa replaced by the 
rumor that we were almost on the way to 
Bermuda, which was discarded in turn as the 
story came down the line that we would i>e 
converted to a medium battery for service in 
Europe. 

“In the end. none of these rumors came true, 
for the war was not many weeks old when the 5th 
Heavy Battery was disbanded and its members 
scattered hither and yon. In that August a# 1939. 
however, everyone sensed that we were on the 
edge of something very big and the excitement 
ran high." 

Two weeks later, he had been transferred to 
Point Grey Battery, then to Steveston until early 
in 3940. During the remainder of the war, he 
completed his master gunner's course and served 
is various coastal defence outposts, He retired as 
captain. May 8, 1985, assuming the duties of park 
■uperintendent toe next day — which is a fasci¬ 
nating story bn Itself. 

Capt. Geoff D'Arcy had commanded Belmont 
Battery until Easter, 1940. and. after opening Fort 
Golf Hill in the early summer, went overseas that 
August for the duration, serving In the ''European 
Theatre and, again like so many others, did not 
return home until after V-E Day " 

Sgt Chuck MacI<eod had received hu 
commission just In time for Pearl Harbor. 
Recalled from training In Halifax, he returned to 
Rodd Hill as a section officer 

The sudden threat from the west meant 
reinforcements for coastal defences and increased 
vigilance “I think we were going thnHigh the 
motions of being on duty by this time, he said, 
“watching for logs and submarines But now this

MIDWIFE FOR TREES 


By RAY KERR 

When we were given our 11 “babies” earlier ibis 
f^ear, the donors told us they wouldn’t be much work. 

“You just stick them in there and they'll grotc 
like most babies do” it was explained to us. “ 1 V 0 fuss 
or bother at all.” 


One thing was true — the 
••babies" didn’t make any noise, 
mainly because they were 11 
Douglas fir seedlings given to us by 
relatives. 

But as for "no-fuss-and-bother" 
bit, we probably would've been 
better off had we adopted 11 Korean 
orphans. 

Chlldatn at least know a thing or 
two, whereas our seedlings from the 
outset decided they didn't like our 
•oil, didn’t care for the location and 
didn’t want any part of the whole 
deal. 

In other words, our babies just 
wanted to go back home. 

First thing they did was to start 
turning more and more yellow, as if 
#>ey had Infectious hepatitis. 

•’Give them lots of water,** 
friends advised. "Water them twice 
• day. They’ll come." 

Have you tried watering 11 
•codlings twice a day. with water 
restrictions on, and n big garden to 
boot? If you haven’t, don’t even try. 
It’s better to go picking wild 
blackberries 

But the babies continued being 
•tubbom. They stopped losing their 
dolor, yet didn’t seem to be getting 
«ny better. 

The next piece of medical advice 
was to try fish oil. 

"But make sure you give them 
plenty," horticultural experts said 
•olicitously. "You can’t leave them 
•hort, you know, especially with that 
Langford soli being what It Is." 

Now we alternated between the 
bank and the babies home grounds. 
We’d go to the bank, get enough 
money to buy fish oil. then on to 
feed the babies, back to the bank, 
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more fish oil ... but you get the 
picture. 

Pretty soon we started wondering 
what they mean by saying that 
B.C.’s Douglas fir is "money in the 
bank," unless it’s for fish-oil pro¬ 
ducers. 

We’d probably he begging on the 
corner of Douglas and Yates by now 
had we not run into Ray Wormnld, 
the intrepid information officer with 
the B.C. Forest Service. 

After discussing trees at some 
length, the subject of the Duncan 
forest sendee seed centre and tree 
nursery came up. 

Ray felt It was ft unique place. I 
felt it was just the kind of a spot to 
learn something about the stublxirn 
creature that have turned a plea¬ 
sant gardening life Into a course in 
preventive medicine. 

Ray, as the spokesman for the 
Independent Society of B.C. Trees. 
Inc., took us to head surgeon Bruce 
Devltt, whose customary title Is 
forester in charge of seed and acting 
nursery superintendent. 

You could also say that Bruce, 
37. affable and likable, Is also RC’s 
acting midwife for trees. 

At the moment, he has at his 
fingertips about 35.000 bushels of 
cones, almost doubling the supply of 
three years ago. 

You don’t realize what a stagger¬ 
ing figure this Is until you're told 
that this year, the Duncan nursery 
— which supplies seed for the whole 
province — is able to raise 54,000,- 
000 fir babies. 

In I960, the figure was only 
36,000.000. while by 1975. It is hoped 
to reach the 75.000.000 figure. 

Another fantastic fact from the 
Duncan maternity ward — there are 
•bout 40.000 seeds in a pound, and 
from thia some 20,000 fir trees are 


expected to grow to the "voting 
age," meaning about a 50-per-cent 
survival rate. 

Or from another angle, if you 
took the total seed in storage in 
2966, you'd be able to reforest 
800,000 acres. That's more than 10 
times the area of the city of 
Victoria. 

Bruce also pointed out that you 
can’t just take babies from, say, 
Price George and expect them to 
grow on Vancouver Island. 

It has to do with the parents’ 
environment, climatic conditions and 
other factors, making it imperative 
that all babies have real birth 
certificates. 

Yes, birth certificates. Through 
these, Bruce, Jack Long and others 
at the Duncan centre can determine 
where seed and seedlings come from 
and where they'll eventually wind 
up. 

You can imagine the operation 
when you're told the centre supplies 
seed for all five forest districts — 
Vancouver (Island Is part of it), 
Kamloops. Nelson, Prince George 
and Prince Rupert — as well as for 
B.C.'s seven other tree nurseries 
under the B.C. Forest Service. 

"Each reforestation officer plans 
his own reforestation program," 
Bruce pointed out. "Cones are 
harvested from areas specific to his 
program and seedlings have to go to 
the same area seed comes from," 
he reiterated. 

Because of infrequent seed crops 
— good cone-harvesting years may 
be as many ns seven years apart — 
the centre keeps about a 10-year 
supply of seed in storage at all 
times. 

When seed cones come from the 
field, they're dumped from their 
sacks, spread on tiers of shallow 
trays and then dried in a special kiln 
for 24 hours. 

The kiln — working at about 110 

degrees for most seed-dries it to 

8 per cent moisture content, with the 
■cods later shaken free in a tumbler 
and cleaned by screening — all 
machine work. 

Seed then is stored in a cooler 
and kept there up to 10 years. 

When seed is taken out as per 
order, it is soaked under tap water 
for 24 hours, then dried about 2M, 


hours to eliminate surface molsturt 
so it doesn’t stick. 

Finally, seed is put in a plastic 
bag in a fridge just above freezing, 
for several weeks prior to planting. 

"What you're doing is creating an 
artificial winter.” said Bruce, who 
has a bachelor of science, forestry, 
degree from University of British 
Columbia. 

The real care begins when seed is 
planted on some 77 acres available 
on sites in Duncan and Koksilah 
fiats, including 10 acres leased from 
the Cowiohan Indian Band. 

Customarily, seeding is done by 
the middle of May, but his year it 
extended past the usual period 
because of heavy snows. 

At one time, 10 men worked a 
day to plan 90 , 50-foot beds. Now 
two machines do up to 400 beds 
during the same time span. 

Once seed is planted, a thin 
coating of sand is spread on the 
bods, with the sprinkling system 
turned on for the thirsty critters. 

There's plenty of weeds hamper¬ 
ing babies’ growth so special 
surgery Is needed, provided mostly 
by women from the area. Also anti- 
weed spray has been used to good 
effect, Bruce points out. 

Seedlings sprout later In the 
summer—we saw plenty of them all 
over, resembling our own naughty 
babies — and they continue growing 
for two years, when they're finally 
transferred to their natural habitat. 

The same field stays fallow in the 
third year, and this period is utilized 
for weed and disease control. If the 
soil needs It, "we put on some sod 
amendments, such as poet,” Bruc* 
pointed out. 

The current average of (he 
nursery is a production of about 
10.000.000 fir babies annually, mak¬ 
ing it an awesome task for Bruce 
and his cohorts, even though they're 
mainly co-ordinators of this giant 
B .C Forest Service effort. 

A typical project was completed 
earlier this year — in April, to be 
exact — and it showed how 
important 1a the co-ordination sup¬ 
plied by the Duncan establishment

The City of Duncan* s new Crest, approved and 
registered by the Royal College of Heraldry, teas pre¬ 
sented to the city with full ceremony on June 25, 1969. 
The well-dressed spectators and invited guests would 
have graced a similar ceremony anywhere in the world . 




The old Crest, which was dis¬ 
placed on this day of June and had 
adorned the official correspondence 
since Duncan was a sriiistle stop in 
1®12, must have felt a bit nostalgic, 
remembering i t's own humble 
prigin. 

Once upon a time, around 1911* 
some of Cowichan Valley's finest 
were gathered round the pot-bellied 
stove ... It could have been In Billie 
Dwyer’s store which was a central 
meeting place; the subject under 
discussion was the Incorporation ot 
Duncan as a city municipality. 
Outside, their tethered horse* 
stamped and snorted steam in the 
frosty night. 

Duncan's already had many 
things at this time, like telephones, 
Girl Guides, doctors. It’s Fall Fair, 
a lawyer, some cars, tennis and 
riding, and the Cowichan Leader . . . 
but no Crest. 

To the settlers. being pre¬ 
dominantly from England, crests 
were a way of life and the talk of 
incorporation had brought up this 
subject. It started reasonably 
enough with thoughts of what would 
best represent their new country, 
but quickly became a heated argu¬ 
ment with each man wanting some 
part of his own English Coat of 
Arms to bo included. Grandiose 
suggestions flew Unicorns, Winged 
Dragons, Doves and Lions Rampant,

nursery contributed something spe¬ 
cial to the province — a 600-acre 
forest seeded with Duncan-grown 

seeds 

The unique operation saw a 
helicopter scattering 450 pounds of 
Douglas fir seed over recently- 
logged crown land In the Cedar Flat 
Creek area, about 12 mile* east of 
Hope. 

Donald Grant, silviculturist 
(forester responsible for tending the 
crop) for the. Vancouver forest 
district, said an estimated 22,500.800 
fir seeds were dropped from a 
chartered copter over the srea 
covered with up to 10 feet of snow, 
with the whole project completed in 
one day. 

The helicopter flew at a height of 
between 50 and 75 feet over the 
target, seat tori ng the seed over 80- 
foot strips. The entire operation was 
radio-oont rolled, and four ground 
personnel on snowshoes made sure 
no patches were left unsettled. 

The seed, collected in the same 
area in 1986, has been throughly 
tested and came (mm the famous 
Island seed bank in Duncan. 

The Operation Cedar Flat Creek 
was the first large-scale effort of 
tills kind ever conducted by the 
forest sendee in the coastal region. 
However, a similar project con¬ 
ducted In 1968 In the Shuswap Lake 
area proved "quite successful" 

One Interesting point - the seed 
was treeted with a special chemical 
to protect It from mice and other 
r o dents a "standard practice," 
according to forester Devitt,

"What we want." said the mayor, 
waving hla hands regally, "la a crest 
that will tell the world what we have 
here Our Beautiful, Unique Valley, 
and City of Duncan."

Bruce said it was still "too early 
to tell’ how well this experiment 
turned out. 

In many ways, the Duncan centre 
has come a long way since Its 
Inception in 1946-the same year the 
reforestation division became a 
division of its own. Before. It was 
part of the economics division. 

One of the more interesting 
projects in Duncan Is the pilot 
container nursery plant 

In simple words. Bruoe points 
out, it's a method of determining the 
suitability of Oils sort ot planting by 
a "Gun."

For mechanical planting, the 
seeds are germinated In plastic 
"bullets" and then "fired" Into the 
ground. 

In fact, what happens with (he 
new!y-lntro<lijc(«d Jack Wallers' gun 
l* that the planter ejecta the 
"bullet" from the breech svifo his 
foot. 

When first Introduced a federal 
forestry official sold he expects the 


method will increase the planting

Another advantage would be that 
bare-root stock have their roots

Nearly every day toere was a wild rvm-away 
torough the dust Of muddy Bireefa. wkh 
pedestrian* forced to flee, helter-skelter, seeking 
shelter in doorways and stores. More than one 
pedestrian, fleeing, found himself in a tavern, and 
the only way he could recover from the shock 
waa to down two or three a tiff a hot* — the 
perfect excuse. 

The elite were no more immune from horse 

trouble — as It was called, than were the plainer 
folk. Governor Anthony Musgrave spent weeks In 
bed after being thrown from a frisky mare Jn the 
■rounds at Government House. Everyone said it 
was a mercy he was not killed. 

Judge and Mm. Peter O'Reilly were riding 
forth from Point KStoc House one evening in 
September or 1885, They were quietly driving 
alar* Oovernmtelt Street, said Tb* Oohmist, 
“when the very spirited horse took fright, and a 
portion of the harness, becoming disarranged, he 
dashed down the street at a terrific speed. The 
Judge managed to hold him until a turn was made 
at the comer of Herald Street, when the low¬ 
wheeled phaeton overturned, throwing both 
occupants and the home tnto the ditch. 

"Mrs. O'Reilly escaped without Injury, but 
Mr. O'Reilly was found to be severely hurt, and 
unable to move. A carriage was procured to 
which the injured mam was placed in a sitting 
pasttton. being unable to Ue down, and taken to 
bis residence at Rook Bay. 

‘’Dr* Milne and Harrison were called In and 
made an examination of the injuries sustained 
whioh were found to be three ribs broken, and the 
lung waa also bruised. The shoulders and back 
were also considerably bruised, and Mr. O'Reilly, 
being a heavy man, the shock to his system was 
great. 

"The Injuries are dangerous, but It Is thought 
die patient will recover, The horse was taken out 
at the ditch and proved to be unhurt. He ts a high- 
spirited brute and it waa with difficulty that he 
was led to the stable." 

I learned, as Z dM this research, that my 
father had been In a runaway mishap. Here is 
what I read. In an 1883 Colonist: "Carriage 
accident — two young ladies and a little boy were 
In a buggy belonging to Mrs. Nesbitt when, In 
turntog the comir of Port and Cook Streets, the 
Carriage waa overturned and its occupants 
precipitated Into the roadside ditch. 

"The frightened horse galloped away with the 
■hafts and the two fur a abet la. narrowly escaping 
a ooUUskto with a funeral procession, and was not 
stopped until opposite Bastion Street on Govern¬ 
ment. 

“The young ladles were slightly stunned, and 
aonaiderably cut about their faces. Mr. R. 

J safes—, who saw the a cotdo n t. Immediately went 

to their assistance. 

"Smelling salts were used copiously, and 
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fortunately there was a fan in the carriage, and 
just as it seemed the ladies would faint dead 
away, they being very pale, they recovered 
sufficiently to walk the short distance home, 
where they took to their beds, but did not need 
medical attention, a jigger of port wine each 
doing the trick. 

"Dr. Helmcken later attended, just to make 
sure, and he pronounced their injuries superficial, 

and in all probability, with the exception of the 
fright, they will be as well as ever In a few days 

time. 

"The little boy, son of Mrs. Nesbitt, escaped 
without a scratch. The horses' heels were cut 
rather severely." 

Arteing to plague me is this question: Who 
were the two young ladles, and why were not 
their names mentioned? 

Reading this I marveled at the distance 
runaway horses would run. Grandmother's buggy 
horse went from the corner of Fort Cook, 
presumably right west on Fort, and then made 
the right-hand turn into Government. Some brave 
soul apparently then jumped Into the street and 
managed to stop the horse. I might say he was 
much braver than I. I would have been cowering 
in a doorway, or perhaps, in pure self defence 
only, dashed into a tavern. 

Horses, naturally, were very Important in 
those early days, quite as important as cars of 
today. Unless you owned a horse and carriage, or 
at least a buggy, you were practically no one at 
all. A good riding horse saved face. The gallants 
rode about town on horseback. Impressing young 
ladies, who screamed from the sidelines when 
particularly dashing and daring were shown. 

Our first mayor, Thomas Harris, was a great 
horseman; he ©ampaigned on horseback, and he 
raced around Beacon Hill Park. He was a most 
imposing figure, all 300 pounds of him, and oe 
owned some of the finest horseflesh of the day. 

The horse lovers of the time were saddened, 
and not a little amused, when they read, In 1872, 
this: "Horse suicide — when rational human 
beings, by their own hands, ‘shuffle off this 
mortal ooil,’ who can wonder if a poor dumb 
horse should follow so grim an example. 

"A horse belonging to Mr. Robert Anderson, up 
the Arm, had been ill for sometime. Remedies 
were applied and the animal gained sufficient 
strength a few days ago to find his leR*. when he 
walked deliberately Into the arm, and laid down, 
holding his head beneath the water until life was 
extinct. 

"He did not even Indulge In a ‘horse laugh' 
before expiring. 

"The owner recovered the body and burled it on 
the beach, where the wild waves will beat out a 
requiem upon the lonely resting place. 

"The horse was 20 years old — old enough to 
know better." 

I wish, for some strange reason, that I oould 

learn the name of this old nag which chose to end 
it alL 


These runaways always had the town In a 
groat stir. There was talk for days about this one, 
in 1876: "Chief engineer Wrigglesworth, assistant 
engineer Stephens, and Mr. H. D. Saunders, all of 
the fire department, were returning from a visit 
to the dockyard at Esquimait, via the Craigflower 
Road, In a carriage drawn by two horses, and 
driven by J, Whlteley. 

"The horses took fright while descending the 

hill near the junction of Craigflower and 
Esquimait Roads. 

"The driver tried to rein them in but lost 
control as he swung round into the Esquimait 
Rosd, the vehicle was capsized, driver and 
passengers were thrown into die road, and the 
carriage was smashed. 

"With the wreck at their heels, the affrighted 
animals dashed along the road toward the Arm 
bridge, near the western entrance of which they 
overhauled a carriage in which were seated Mr. 
John Robson, paymaster of the C.P.R., and Mr. 
J. Hunter, C.E. 

"The driver of this second carriage, being 
warned of the approaching danger, reined in his 
horses near the side of the road, when the 
Messrs. Robson and Hunter ieai>ed out, escaping 
injury, but the horses, startled by the rush of the 
first team, ran off, upsetting and breaking the 
carriage in their fright, and slightly injuring the 
driver. 


'They ran to the bridge, where one of the 
horses was injured, and both were there stopiied. 

"Mr. Whitely was found to have sustained a 
fracture of the right arm, and was severely 
bruised, and has a badly cut head. Mr. 
Wrigglesworth has a strained arm, Mr. Saunders 
a bruised shoulder; Mr. Stephens got off without 
a scratch." 

One of Victoria’s speed demons was John T. 
Pidwell. More than once he was fined, but he 
always forgot, and tore around on horseback, 
endangering not only his only life and limb but 
those of innocent citizens going quietly about their 
own business. 

Mr. Pidwell was the government * inspector of 
roads, and so proud was he of them that he 
thought there should be no speed limits at all. 
Isn’t it strange, the way history repeats itself? 
We all remember how, 100 years later, there was 
another road man, named Oaglardi, who was so 
proud of the roads he was building that he 
frequently got into trouble for speeding, just like 
Mr. Pidwell on horseback, a century earlier. 

Mr. Pid well nearly killed himself in 1885: 
"This gentleman met with a severe fall from his 
horse. He w ma mounted on a rather fresh mare, 
•nd was proceeding along Broad Street, at a fast 
paoe, when he lost his stirrup and his seat, and 
on reaching the BeeHIve Hotel the rider either 
fell or threw himself off, the back of his head 
somlng violently in contact with the hard ground. 

"He was at once conveyed Into the hotel, and 
every attention paid him by the host and hostess.

Mr. and Mrs. Thomas, but he remained 
unconscious lor sometime and was subsequently 
removed in a buggy to his own residence on 
Humboldt Street. 

“We regret to learn that Mr. Pidwell has 
been severely hurt, and that his collar bone is 
supposed to be broken.” 

Yes, said everyone, Mr, Pidwell would, sure 
as the stars up above kill himself, unless he 
mended his unruly ways when riding horseback. 

He did not, and had another two years of 
enjoying himself, and shocking people. 

In 1867 it happened. I think you will enjoy 
reading about it, just about as it appeared in The 
Colonist: "Melancholy accident at Esquimatt. 

"Just as the steamship Idaho, for San 
Francisco, cast off her lines, a lamentable 
accident occurred to an old and respected citizen. 

"It appeared that Messrs. Bushby, Maunsell 
and Jones left Victoria in a two-horse buggy for 
the steamer with government despatches. The 
hour for departure of the steamer having arrived, 
the captain was asked to dol«y until the 
important despatches should reach the ship. 

“After some persuasion, he consented to 
remain five minutes beyond the time of his listed 
departure. 

"Mr. Pidwell, who was mounted on a fleet 
horse on the dock, then dashed spurs into the 
animal's side and darted off like lightning towards 
the road, with the expressed design of meeting 
the buggy and ‘hurrying it along.' 

“The wind was blowing fresh from the south, 
raising a cloud of dust In the street and rendering 
It difficult to discern objects for any great 
distance. 

"Just as Mr. Pidwell had reached the 
Esquimalt Road, at the point where it intersects 
with the main street of Esquimalt (now buried in 
the dockyard), the buggy with the despatches 
turned the corner. 

"The driver of the buggy, Mr. W G. 
Bowman, having his back towards the wind, and 
his vision consequently obstructed, turned his 
horses to the side of the road to avoid coming in 
contact with Mr. Pidwell, who, having one hand 
raised to keep his hat from blowing off, was 
unable to see the danger, and was riding-at full 
speed directly on him; but the precaution was of 
no avail. 

"The side of Mr. Tidwell's horse struck the 
pole of Mr. Bowman’s ' carriage with great 
violence, breaking the p°hb and shattering the 
front part of the carriage. 

"The horse fell and poor Mr, P. was thrown 
out of his saddle with tremendous violence, and 
his head, coming in contact with one of the front 
wheels of the carriage, was fractured in a most 
shocking manner. 

“Mr, Bowman, who acted with great presence 
of mind throughout, leaped from his carriage and 
succeeded in preventing his horses from running 
away; and thereby saved his passengers from 
serious injury. Mr. Bowman escaped with a few 
bruises. 

"The unfortunate gentleman, Mr, Pidwell. 
was rescued from the WTeck and carried into Mr. 
Howard's place, where he received immediate 
attention from Drs. Ash. Haggin and Trimble. 

"Alas, he never spoke again, and after 
breathing gently for about an hour, he passed 
quietly away, just as his afflicted wife, who had 
been hastily summoned from the city, reached his - 
bedside. 

"Mr. Pidwell, In his dying moments, received 
every attention at the hands of his medical 
attendants. 

"Governor Seymour witnessed the accident, 
and Mr. Maunsell, at His Excellency's request, 
remained on the spot during the evening, ami 
accompanied the remains to town.” 

Well, there you have it — horses, a century 
ago, made the streets and roads just about as 
dangerous as cars make them today.

Among ike 10,000 prisoners- 
of-tear s cho entered Victoria in the 
fall of 1945, after two atomic 
bombs dropped on Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki had broken the heart and 
back of Japan, were many Cana¬ 
dians, including tome Victorians . 

One of the mysteries of that 
tear was the. decision by Ottawa to 
send an expeditionary force to 
Hong Kong in 1941, prior to the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor. 
Even at this late date no satisfac¬ 
tory explanation has been given. 

True, the Allied forces had suf¬ 
fered some serious reverses in 
Europe and North Africa, but the

This bell came to an end when President 
Harry Truman had the courage to unload two 
atomic bombs on Hiroshima and Nagasaki, two 
important cogs in Japan s production machinery. 
Not only did those bombs bring Japan to her 
knees, but they were evidence to the world at 
large that no longer could major nations resort to 
war to settle their grievances. 

On VJ Day, Aug. 14, 1945, the prison cages 
throughout Japan and other parts of Asia, were 
opened and the emaciated men tasted freedom 
again and wanted quick passage back home. 

Instantly, the big aircraft carriers released 
their planes and were ordered to use their huge 
deck space as dormitories for the prisoners-of- 
war. Available transports were directed to ports 
to which these men had congregated. 

I recall the first ship to reach Victoria was the 
United States steamer General Langfitt, which 
had 289 British, 10 Canadian and 2,000 U.S. 
prisoners-of-war. She received a tumultuous 
welcome from thousands of Victorians when she 
berthed on Oct. 3. The British and Canadians 
debarked here and went to the former officers' 
training camp at Gordon Head, now the campus 
of the University of Victoria. 

On Oct. 9. the United States steamer Admiral 
C. H. Hughes brought in 1,500 Canadian and 
British prisoners-otf-war and 2.000 U.S. troops. 
Next was the U.S. Troopship Gosper with 2,100 
men followed by the big British aircraft carrier, 
HMC Implacable, 31,000 tons, which brought in 
2,127 ex-prisoners. On Oct. 27, HMS Glory arrived 
with 1,511 ex-prisoners and 26 civilians. 

The Glory, which was a small carrier of 18.000 
tons, was in Sydney, Australia, when the war 
ended. Her regular crew of 1,350 was stripped 
down to 850 and she was ordered to steam at full 
speed for Stnga|»>re. where she embarked hen- 
complement of ex-prisoners, some in very bad 
shape. Her hangar deck had been converted Into 
a sick bay and 140 hospital cases were placed in 
it. As Glory steamed for Victoria she encountered 
two violent tropical storms off Manila which 
added to the difficulties erf the six doctors, 
assistants and 24 VAD Red Cross nurses. In 
attending the service-men. whose diets had to bs 
watched. 

Victorians opened their homes to the thousands 
of men who had to remain here until 


Narrows. Off Victoria she found an escort 
awaiting her, HMCS Prince Robert, formerly on 
the Vancouver-Skagway run, but now unrecogniz¬ 
able as a passenger ship with Capt. F. G. Hart in 
oommand. Her outline had been completely 
changed. She had two funnels instead of three, 
wag well armed and bad one capture to her 
credit, the German e xp re ss freighter Weser. 

Three weeks later Prince Robert and Awatea 
and her complement, arrived in the congested 
harbor of Hong Kong and the troops were thank¬ 
ful for their shorts, but wondered why they were 
there. There were no signs of trouble. 

Onoe ashore, *e Canadians were given 
intense training far about three weeks. Then, 
Japan unveiled its pian of conqueat by bombing 
Pearl Harbor on Dec. 7, 1941, and unleashed 
hordes of warshipa, planes and troopships. 
Britain's old-fashioned strategy In the Orient was 
soon ripped to shreds. Within three days the 
much discussed superiority of battleship* in 
warfare received an answer with the loss of the 
battle cruiser Repulse and the battleship Prince 
of Wales, with serious k*s of life. This tragedy 
brought die Japanese atr force to the fore. It had 
been believed up to that time that the Japs would 
not be good pilots because they had no side 
vision. 

The Japs launched a furious assault on 
Hong Kong, determined to capture quickly this 
prestige outpost of Britain. The Canadians, un¬ 
tried in battle, fought gallantly alongside other 
troops from the Empire, but within three weeks 
— in fact it was Christmas Day — the Union Jack 
was hauled down and the Rising Sun took its 
place. It was a humiliating defeat and rocked the 
Allies Into prison camps went the Canadians. It 
was Canada's first reverse to be followed In a few 
months by the assault on Dieppe, which brought 
further serious casualties to the determined 
Canadian force. 

For three years and eight months, the 
Canadians, along with thousands of other Allied 
servicemen. labored in vile prisoner-of-war 
camps Malnutrition took a frightful toll and even 
the stoutest of hearts were steadily weakened by 
the strenuous work they were forced to do for 
Japan's war effort. The food, which might sustain 
tlie Japanese, was far from sufficient for a 
Canadian. 


only outward indication of Japan’s 
moves on the mainland of Asia, 
was their entry into Indo-China in 
1940 . 

Without conscription, s nasty word in Quebec 
fan both our world wan, Canada was m a in taining 
an Army in Britain, which was the only effective 
force there following the Dunkirk debacle when 
299 warshipa and 430 other vessels, evacuated 
335.410 officers and men, minua aM Mr equip¬ 
ment Hitler then proclaimed "complete aimihili- 
ation of our enemies.’’ This contribution by 
Canada la often overlooked when the laurels 
are being passed around. 

There was no enemy threat to the Pacific 
Coast when orders w e n t issu ed to farm what 
turned out to be the IB-fated Hong Kang expedi¬ 
tion. The 2nd Battalion, Canadian Soottish Regi¬ 
ment, on duty on Vancouver Island, was sug¬ 
gested for the force But, eventually, the Winni¬ 
peg Grenadiers and the Royal Rifles, who were 
serving In Newfoundland, were brought together 
with other minor units, making a force of 3,000 
officers nnd men. 

When these troops reported at the assembly 
point In their heavy khaki uniforms and 
underwear they were told they wouldn't tie 
needing them and were issued with shorts and 
summer gear. This caused a stir among the 
troops but their destination remained a secret. 
When chop-sticks made their appearance the boys 
look at each other and asked "Why China?" 

t.ate in October they looked out over the 
harbor at Vancouver and then marched to a dock, 
alongside erf which was berthed thetr troopship, 
the Awatea, which had previously operated be¬ 
tween Victoria, Vancouver, Honolulu, Suva, 
Auckland and Sydney, flying the houseflag of the 
Canadian-Australian Line. They boarded the ship 
and, after getting their bunks, Hned the rails and 
pondered their destination, still a secret. 

On October, 31, 1941, Awatea cast off her 
mooring ropes and headed through the First 











transportation could be arranged to get them ta 
their own countries. Concert parties gave lively 
shows at Gordon Head and Macaulay Point, 
where many men were also housed. There were 
dances galore and out of these, romances thrived. 

The boys regaled their hosts with a variety of 
stories on their long imprisonment and moat of 
them wanted to be posted with the army of 
occupation in Japan as they could square some 
debts with their former tormenttyrs. 

One of the characters the Canadians would 
have enjoyed getting their hands on, was a Jap 
colonel, who was known as the "Kamloops Kid,” 
He had resided in Kamloops before the war and 
he got a joy out of abusing them. He taunted 
them with "We will rule the world and you will 
be slaves." The "Kamloops Kid” was listed as a 
war criminal and sentenced to be hanged. This 
fate he eluded and some years ago died. 

One of the pleasant memories the Canadians 
have of their Oriental incarceration, was the 
announcement about hack-pay S2.000 each, which 
helped them In re-establishing themselves. 
However, as time passes these men still suffer 
from the trying days they spent in camps and 
their lives, they contend, have been shortened by 
them. 

In looking hack it seems strange that In 19.18 a 
group of war-haters in Victoria caused a small 
riot at Rithet’s Outer Docks, now the Victoria 
Machinery Depot site, when junk dealers tried to 
ship a truck l<iad of scrap iron to Japan. The 
police were called and the junk was not placed on 
the ship. The protesters assailed the politicians 
for permitting such shipments, which they said 
would be used to build up Japan's war machine. 

Yet, today, Japan's crimes against our soldiers 
and against humanity as a whole, have been 
forgotten and prosperity in British Columbia is 
dependent upon the Japs pouring money Into our 
mines, forests and the oil industry. Instead of a 
truck load of scrap Iron they are taking our raw 
resources in great quantities to feed their 
immense production machine which now chal¬ 
lenges the rest of the world. 

That tells the story about "OlHS" now let us 
take a look at "THEIRS.” The key figure in this 
story is an old friend, HMCS Prince Robert and 
the incident proceeded her assignment to escort 
Awafea and the Canadian contingent to Hong 
Kong 

Things were going badly for the Allied cause 
In the summer of 1940. Dunk.rk had been followed 
by Che capture of Paris by the Germans. France 
had surrendered and Italy had declared war on 
Germany's side. In August, the Battle of Britain 
had been launched by Hitler's airmen and school 
children were evacuated from London and other 
large centres, targets for the German bombR. 
Some of the children even reached Victoria 
homes. It was a time when Britain stood alone. 

Spirits were very low and there was a longing 
for even a small piece of good news. As far as 
Canadians were concerned there was a ray of 
sunshine and it was to emanate from the Pacific 
Coast with Prince Robert providing it. 

Prince Robert had been undergoing conversion 
at Vancouver shipyards ffcqm her role as a 
passenger ship to an auxiliary cruiser, when a tip 
from Washington. DC., to Ottawa, through 
espionage channels let It be known that the 
German freighter Weser, of 9,444 tons, wan 
planning to escape from the Mexican harbor of 
Manzanillo, where she has been holed up since 
the outbreak of war It was the hope of her 
master, Capt. O. Kemp, to elude British warships 
and aircraft and reach a port in Germany. 

There were no warships available here that 
could undertake apprehension of Weser and 
orders were given to expedite, completion of 
Prince Robert’s conversion. False reports were 
furnished to Seattle newspapers on the work on 
the Prince Robert. As the United States we* 
not an the war at that time there were no security 
regulations there and the papers published any 
news obtainable about ship movements on our 
side of the line. 

Cmdr. Charles Beard, a well-known officer on 
this coast, was appointed officer commanding 
Prince Robert and he had as his executive 
officer, Lt. Cmdr, Adrian Hope, who had operated 
a gas station in Oak Bay. Other officers were 
assigned to her and when there was a shortage of 
seamen, some of the workmen were persuaded to 
become blue jackets and signed on for the 
projected trip. 

One evening Prince Robert Rlipped out of 
Vancouver and appeared off Victoria in undergo a 
brief "working up,” which enabled the officers 
and crew to familiarize themselves with their 
inha aboard the auxiliary cruiser now about to 
embark on a hunt. 

Prince Robert stood well out to sea from Cape 
Flattery and set a southerly course for the 
Mexican coast. During the first night in the 
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finder the protection of Robert's guns, which 
were loaded with live ammunition, the boarding 
party, under Ii.-CWtdr Hope appeared alongside 
Wrser and, to make the boarding easier, the 
com pontonway was still auspended on the ship's 
side. The boarding party swarmed aboard, took 
command of the bridge and penetrated into the 
engine room before the surprisi-d Germans could 
make a move to damage the machinery or n|>rn 
any seu-cocks. 

Weser was powered by diesel engines nnd 
these presented a problem to the Canadian sailors 
who had been brought up on steam turbines and 
reciprocating engtnc* Orders to the Germans to 
lend a hand in getting the ship underway bruugld 
no results, but, their minds were mm changed. 

Immediately the world wna informed of the 
capture of Weser, as H was Impossible to shield 
aueh an event, the first merchantman raptured 
by a Canadian warship Not all the German sea 
raiders had been accounted for at this time and 
Cmdr. Beard was confronted with the task of 
getting his prize back to Victoria, a distance of 
roughly 3,000 miles. Progress was slow but on the 


latitude of Manzanillo, Cmdr. Beard eased Prince 
Robert close to the three-mile limit and the 
lookouts watched the shore lights to see If any 
ship moved against them. Before daylight, 
Cmdr. Beard put about and headed well offshore 
to avo*d detection. TTtis cat-and-mouse game went 
on for 16 days and nights, and there was no sign 
of Weser's dash for the open sea. 

On the seventeenth night, when the completely 
blacked-out Prince Rolxrt steathlly approached 
the three-mile limit, a lookout rejxirted movement 
along the shore line. Comdr, Beard and his bridge 
officers turned their glasses on the target and 
found it to be a large ship. Orders were passed to 
have the armed boarding party readied and a 
boat was slung outboard, ready to be lowered and 
off to intercept the prize. A star shell was 
rammed Home In one of Roltert’s guns. 

Corndr Beard had to bo sure of the identity of 
the vessel before closing In He Increased 
Robert's speed and altered course to come up 
astern of the other vessel. 

Cmdr, Beard ordered the star shell fired and 
sifwn It broke the Weser was brightly Illuminated 
and easily identifiable Prince Robert cioaed on 
Weser and Cmdr. Beard passed orders by 
megaphone to the captain of Weser to stop his 
ship and to make no attempt at sabotage, which 
was a eom/non practice among German 
merchantmen to prevent seizure of their ships.

He is a “pro” in the sense 
that John O'Hara is a 
“pro” — that is, he has 
mastered the techniques 
of fiction and can write 
any kind of story at will. 

Moravia said as much tu me In a

•go. Any theme, he claimed, could

Author Bern Keating and 
National Geographic photographer 
George F. Mobley travelled by 
everything from airplane to walrus- 
skin umiak to gather material for 
the book. 

"On the surface I travelled 
hundreds of miles by snowmobile 
and dogsled , by freighter-ferry 
through the southeast's fiords and 
by Eskimo skin boat through rapidly 
forming Bering Sea ice that soon 
would stop boat travel for the 
winter,” Mr. Keating writes. 

“I rode horses, automobiles, 
railroads. I crossed snowy tundra on 
skis and even on snowshoes, an

be made to yield a publishable story.

"When I 
sit down at my desk,” he explained, 
"I’m tike a painter standing in front 
of a blank canvas. Any idea can 
produce a picture.” 

I recalled this exchange as I 
perused the 27 slight tales which 
make up this new collection. They 
read as though Moravia snatched at 
fleeting ideas and turned them into 
saleable fiction. Ail are about the 
same length, six to eight pages. Not 
one is in any way memorable. Not 


invention that I had not worn since 
my boyhood at the other end of the 
continent in Quebec.” 

Mr. Keating learned in his 
travels that all Alaskans whether 
n ewcomers, oldtime sourdoughs, 
Aleuts, Indians, or Eskimos—si>eak 
glowingly of their land. 

"Such a regional pride, I believe, 
springs from the immensity of the 
state—a mass of geography too 
great for even the Immense Alaskan 
pride to encompass as a whole,” he 
writes. 

To join a whaling party, for 
example, the author flow 1,400 
miles, from Ketchikan at the far 
southern end of Alaska to Barrow in 
the farthest north. The trip took him 
across rain forest, glaciers, ice¬ 
fields, mountains and half-frozen 
lakes. 

"I left Ketchikan in a drizzle, 
with the thermometer at 45 degrees 
F.. and arrived at my destination a 
few hours later to find slush ice 
forming in the Arctic Ocean at —11 
degrees.” he writes. 

Alaskan temperatures often 
border on the unbelievable. In the 
same year, Fort Yukon registered 


one, I dare say, will ever find its 
way into any anthology. All are 
mere five-finger exercises. 

But exercises by an artist, 
expeciaily when tkwie with such 
proficiency, can become an end in 
itself. The style, even in translation, 
is spare, succinct, stripped of 
superfluities. One or two paragraphs 
to set the scene and introduce the 
characters, a page or two of 
exposition, and a narrative proceed¬ 
ing in a direct line to the 
denouement. Almost before you 
know it, the etude is over. 

Several of these stories toy with 
questions of double identity, of 
reality and illusion, of ambiguities in 
meaning and personality. A husband 
about to enter into a liaison with a 
woman resembling his wife dis¬ 
covers that his wife is contemplating 
an affair with a man resembling 
him. A young man sets out to seduce 
a girl who disconcerts him by 
predicting his every action—because 
her last lover did exactly what ho is 
doing. And so on—each story is an 
attempt to approach the same idea 
from a slightly different angle. 

Moravia can do Phis even with 
words and phrases. It isn't hard to 
imagine him being stopped by a 
traffic cop in Rome for driving 
through a rod light and saying to 
himself: "Let’s try tliat for a 
story.” So we have a story in which 
a motorist is batted by a traffic cop 
with the words: "To you, 1 suppose, 
red and green are the same thing.” 
On these nuances and the emotional 
responses thereto rests this fragile 
tale. Its title: "Ambiguities." 

This slim volume will neither 
enhance nor detract from Moravia’s 
reputation. It represents the polished 
sketcliing and doodling of an artist 
keeping his mind timber while 
narking time between serious 
txx>ks. Only, being Moravia, he oun 
get them jiublisheti. 


100 degrees F —four degrees higher 
than the all-time record in Miami, 
Florida-and 71 degrees below zero. 

Nature is kinder to Alaska's 
biggest city, Anchorage. 

"Only occasionally do Anchorage 
winter nights bring temperatures 
colder than —20 degrees F., and 
seldom does the summer sun push 
the thermometer past the 75-degree 
mark,” Mr. Keating says. 

Almost half the state's population 
of 276,000 lives ir the great Anchor¬ 
age area, a booming region that 
mushroomed from a village of 3,500 
in less than 30 years. 

"They pile into the city and pack 
themselves into housing develop¬ 
ments as crowded as any on Long 
Island, remaining nonetheless out¬ 
spoken in their praise of the vast 
unspoiled wilderness that Alaska 
offers," the author comments. 

Kodiak Island, on the other hand, 
abounds not with people but with 
Alaskan brown bears, the largest 
carnivores to walk the earth. A 
mature specimen may weigh 1,200 
j>ounds. An estimated 2,400 inhabit 
the island, so many that sportsmen 
know this subspecies as the Kodiak 
bear. 

Alaskan oddities include Little 
Diomede Island, a jumble of rocks 
in the Bering Strait. Its inhabitants, 
who are called the Vikings of the 
Eskimo world, for centuries have 
wrested a living from the cold sea. 

Little Diomedes and its sister 
Island, Russian-owned Big Diomede, 
straddle the Date Line. Thus, today 
on Little Diomede is tomorrow on 
Big Diomede, a scant 2V% miles 
away. 

Planning a few hours’ visit to 
Little Diomede, the author and the 
photographer travelled there aboard 
a supply ship. As they went ashore a 
storm blew up. forcing their ship to 
leave them behind. For 10 days 
they remained marooned on the 254- 
by-l'4-mile island. 

"On Little Diomede, the Russian 
presence weighs heavily,” Mr. Keat¬ 
ing writes. 

“With a powerful telescope at the 
Eskimo Scout armory up die 
mountainside, guardsmen watched 
Russian soldiers at an observation 
shack across the way and the 
Russians in turn stared back 
through their glasses. 

"The two groups exchanged occa- 
ionnl friendly waves.”

afternoon of Oct. 4, the anti-submarine gates at 
the entrance to Eaqulmalt liar bop were opened 
and the Weser passed through to an anchorage 
and Prince Robert, right oo her tall, slipped into 
a berth at the drydiock Jetty. Flying from the gaff 
of Weser's mainmast was the White Ensign and 
below it the Nazi flag bearing the swastika, the 
only time It was to be seen In these waters during 
the war. 

A tumultuous welcome had been laid on for 
Ctndr. Beard and Prince Robert. Ottawa had 
realized that no purposs oouM b* served by 
maintaining normal wartime security, owing to 
the widespread publicity, and, there was the need 
to give a boost to publio morals. The press and 
radio provided wide coverage and toece were 
national and international hookups. 

Victoria was quite proud of this small, but, 
important, naval triumph and I remember, with 
satisfaction, going aboard Weser at her anchorage 
and trodding her decks with the Nazi flag 
fluttering under the now discarded White Ensign. 


I watched with pleasure as the Weser's 
officers and men were muetorod and transferred 
to the jetty, where, with their hands above their 
heads, they were frisked by shore patrol. These, 
now, were THEIRS, the husky, surly offspring of 
a hlantant Hitler, but they were to fare better 
than our buys who suffered long yeara In 
Japanese prisoner-of-war camps. 

They marched past a smart naval guard, in 
full service order, with steel helmets and fixed 
bayonets and were transferred to a special naval 
craft which transported them to- Vancouver, 
where for 10 days they were Interrogated by 
lntolliganc# officers Then they were packed off 
to a camp, where they were treated humanely 
until war's end. 

Everyone here wanted to go aboard Weser and 
I remember, an enthusiastic Red Cross official 
suggesting that the ship be brought alongside a 
dock and persona be charged 25 cents for a visit, 
proceeds to go to the Red Cross. This was too 
much for the naval authorities and quiokty tight 
security wsa re-imposed. 

Weser was turned o\er to shipyards for a 


thorough cheek and nse e ssary reiielrs. which onet 
HOC 000. Weser herself was valued at 13,000,000. 

Weser relumed Is lbs sealsnea, proceeding 
to the Atlantic She was tarp^kxxl by a German 
U-hoet on June 27, 1*46

More than 100 of British Columbia’s Gulf of Georgia islands 
and the United States* San Juan Islands call out to fun vacationers, 
especially at this time of year when calm cruising waters may 
usually be expected. 

Some of the Gulf Islands are big, with miles of roads and con¬ 
siderable settlement. Others are not much more than big reefs 
with a minimum of vegetation. But they are all targets for beach¬ 
combers, for oyster gatherers, clam diggers, wildflower and bird- 
life students, beach funsters and just plain loafers. 

They stretch from north of Vancouver Island’s Campbell 
River to the United States’ Puget Sound in the south and they 
may be reached by pleasure cruisers or by half a dozen different 
B.C. Government Ferries' island routes and by Washington State 
Ferries to the American islands.

On some of the islands beautiful marine parks beckon to 
cruisers and on islands like Galiano, Pender, Denman and Quadra 
there are campgrounds for both land travellers and boaters. 

Marinas at conveniently placed safe harbors serve yachtsmen, 
providing all facilities from gas and ice to swimming pools, golf, 
cocktail lounges, grocery and equipment stores and excellent res¬ 
taurants. 

Some boaters just like to find an isolated beach ... of which 
there are hundreds . . . and lead a Robinson Crusoe life.
